Big dreams, big nightmares 


by David Thompson 


W e all have dreams of coming 
up with something that goes 
big—I mean really big. Not 
one of those little five orders-per-week 
sorts of things that buys an occasional 
lunch at McDonald’s—I mean one 
where your neighborhood mail carrier 
shows up at your door one day, in a 
semi. 

You take an idea—Apple, Visi-Calc, 
WordStar, Hayes Smartmodem or 
JRT Pascal to name a few. Then you 
create a product, announce it, and— 
presto!—you have money in unex¬ 
pected quantities rolling in from 
places you didn’t know existed. 

JRT Pascal 

Jim Russell Tyson’s idea behind JRT 
Pascal was very simple. He figured 
that if he dropped the price of his Pas¬ 
cal package from $295.00 to $29.95 per 
copy and gave people the right to copy 
it for their friends, they would line up 
to purchase it. 

He had already written the soft¬ 
ware, and he had a pretty good idea 
what it would cost to produce, pack¬ 
age, and ship, so he figured he couldn’t 
lose. All he had to do was convince 
people that $29.95 got them a real Pas¬ 
cal Compiler. 

Marketing 

He was pretty convincing. At $295.00

he was selling a couple of copies a 
year, at $29.95 he sold as many as 1192 
copies a week. Even at just $29.95 per 
order, that’s my idea of unexpected 
quantities of money from unexpected 
places. 

He announced the product by 
sending small flyers to the major com¬ 
puter magazines. The publications 
mentioned the product in their new 
product columns and JRT Pascal was 
on its way. 

As orders started rolling in from the 
announcements, Jim used some of the 
cash to start an advertising campaign. 
Orders snowballed. 

Big Time 

It was obvious that something big was 
happening. The first time I called, Jim 
answered the phone himself He was 
working alone out of a house in the 
San Francisco area. It wasn’t very long 
before I couldn’t reach him at all. 

I was interested in getting the latest 
bug fix information and in finding out 
the progress of version 3, after all, 
many Micro Cornucopia readers were 
already using JRT Pascal. So I felt it 
was my duty to get them the latest in¬ 
formation. However, Jim had become 
one of the unreachables. 

JRT ran ads in Micro C, Info 
World, and Byte. In fact, it wasn’t long 
before there were few magazines that 
didn’t have ads for the world’s cheap¬ 
est Pascal. Some reviewers com¬ 
plained about Jim’s implementation 
and his choice of extensions but there 


were few complaints about the price. I 
even mentioned JRT Pascal in my first 
PROFILES column. Pascal is an ex¬ 
cellent language to learn on because it 
forces you into some very good pro¬ 
gramming habits. Then you can use 
S-BASIC and continue your good 
habits. 

Warning Signals 

However, it wasn’t long before Sandy 
(number-one spouse and accountant) 
mentioned that we hadn’t received 
payment for JRT Pascal’s ads, so we 
quit running the ads. Meanwhile Ver¬ 
sion 3 came out. It was announced in 
January 1983 but it wasn’t ready until 
March. Of course, they had been tak¬ 
ing orders (and payment) for it since 
January. ^ 

Then, I started getting calls and let¬ 
ters from disgruntled readers who had 
placed orders (after being promised 4 
to 6 week delivery) and who hadn’t re¬ 
ceived a thing in 6 months. 

Finally 

On November 27, 1983,1 received a 
letter from JRT’s attorney saying they 
had filed chapter 11 bankruptcy. 

1 called the attorney’s office and 
wound up talking to a legal assistant 
named Ms. Hardin. She noted that 
JRT (and Osborne) are just the tip of 
the iceberg. A lot more small and not 
so small companies will be calling it 
quits in the near future. (She wouldn’t 
say which ones, of course.)

“There are so many software com¬ 
panies out there that aren’t savvy 
about profit and loss, the person who 
starts them is a technical guru, not a 
business type,” she said, “There are 
too many elements that aren’t within 
their control.” She added, “We es¬ 
pecially see problems in the software 
area because it is so easy for individ¬ 
uals without proper knowledge and 
funding to jump in.” 

Avoiding Ruin 

Let’s take a look at some of the prob-

Really Figuring the Costs 

The most obvious costs are the varia¬ 
ble costs (variable costs are costs that 
go up as volume goes up and go down 
as volume drops) but people often for¬ 
get about many of these costs. 

These less obvious variable costs 
include—the shipping container or 
packaging materials, the postage, the 
COD fees, the bankcard fees, and the 
costs of returned packages. As the vol-

lems that can lead to catastrophe and 
see if maybe some of them can be 
avoided. 

The Money Trap 

When you move from being an em¬ 
ployee to being a business owner, you 
learn many things. The biggest thing 
you learn is that most of the money in 
the bank isn’t yours. 

“But it’s in the bank and there’s 
more and more coming in every day. If 
I take some out today, there’ll be even 
more to take its place tomorrow,” you 
say. 

That’s true, but before you touch a 
nickel of it, get a good accountant and 
figure out what is really yours. You 
may already be in the hole (a hole 
lined with cash perhaps, but very 
much a hole). 

Figuring Profits 

Most folks calculate their profits for a 
software product by figuring out the 
costs of purchasing (and copying) a 
disk and for printing the manual. 
Then they subtract those costs from 
the sales price, and the difference is 


ume goes up these costs go up too. 

Then we have to remember the 
costs that go on day after day indepen¬ 
dently of the day’s orders (called fixed 
costs). You see, advertising, employee, 
building, heat, transportation, tax, 
and insurance expenses don’t start or 
stop at the drop of a postcard. 

You will add new employees as vol¬ 
ume gets greater (a variable cost) but 
as things slow down you won’t start 
dropping people immediately (so they 
become a fixed cost). 

A phone line costs you, say, $50 dol¬ 
lars a month whether you use it or not. 
As you add lines to meet new order 
volume, you are committing yourself 
to higher basic phone bills. If the or¬ 
ders drop what do you do? It costs you 
money to have the phone company 
take out some of the lines and you will 
need them again just as soon as your 
new product hits the market. (Every 
business is working on a new product.) 

Murphy’s Overhead 

You also need some margin for screw- 
ups. What happens when you find ma¬ 
jor errors in the manual and you just 
had 20,000 printed? That manual cost 


you $60,000 for the printing and thou¬ 
sands more for writing, typesetting, 
paste-up, and supervision. 

It’s going to be expensive to get the 
errors cleaned up so you can retypeset 
and reprint the manual. Meanwhile, 
your shipping department is sitting on 
its hands waiting for manuals so they 
can start shipping product. 

And that’s certainly not the only 
way Murphy can nail you. What hap¬ 
pens when you ship hundreds of disks 
before you discover that the disk copy¬ 
ing service screwed up? (It happened 
to JRT.) Now you have to put shipping 
on hold while you scramble for new 
disks to ship to the old (and not too 
happy) customers. Meanwhile you’ve 
got new (and not too happy) custom¬ 
ers who are waiting. The dollar costs 
of reshipping all those orders ob¬ 
viously aren’t the only costs. 

So orders go out later and later. You 
use the money you’ve received for un¬ 
shipped products to meet payroll dnd 
other expenses. It should have been 
used to purchase disks and manuals 
for the new customers. 

Let’s pursue our hypothetical (but 
realistic) situation a bit further. 

Orders Drop 

Orders slack off a bit because you get a 
reputation for slow shipment and peo¬ 
ple who’ve been waiting for months 
stop their incessant calling about their 
orders and start cancelling. You re¬ 
fund their money. 

It turns out, however, that you are 
not refunding their original money, 
you spent that paying employees to 
answer the irate phone calls. You pay 
refunds out of money generated by 
new orders. 

You figure that the way to improve 
cash flow is to start selling a new prod¬ 
uct. So you add additional employees 
to help get product (Modula II) out 
the door faster. It isn’t ready yet but 
you start advertising it anyway. 

You still look pretty good. You have

Observations on women and programming

D o women make better pro¬ 
grammers than men? It’s a 
provocative question that 
won’t be completely answered for 
years to come. I have evidence, 
however, pointing to an affirmative 
reply. 

Some of this evidence comes from 
professional educators like Genevieve 
Cerf, a computer science instructor at 
Columbia University, who believes 
women are more inclined to write pro¬ 
grams with the user in mind. “They 
write neat programs, beautifully laid 
out. Women are much more verbal in 
their descriptions; variable names are 
well-chosen. They’re terrifically 
logical.” 

Other evidence comes from psy¬ 
chobiologists. According to right/left 
brain theory, women excel at pro¬ 
gramming because it’s essentially a 
“left brain” activity. This controversial 
theory postulates that the brain’s two 
sides govern two separate functions. 
The right side handles visual/spatial 
relationships and nonverbal ideation, 
while the left controls language skills 
and linear (step-by-step) thinking. 
Certain studies claim women are more 
adept at left brain tasks, while men 
succeed more at right brain activities. 

My own opinion shies away from 
biological differences and leans 
toward how the two genders are 
brought up and socialized. I think the 
differences result more from the traits 
in their personahties and thinking pro- 
cesses that are encouraged and

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rewarded. 

If a little girl pulls apart the toilet 
because she wants to see where all the 
water goes, does Mom attribute it to 
“natural curiosity” and excuse her 
daughter from punishment? If an 
8 year-old boy spends all afternoon ar¬ 
ranging his model cars in the order he 
received them, does Dad praise him 
for his neatness and sense of 
organization? 

In programming, it’s important to 
have a clear idea of the task in mind. 
It’s just as important however to pay 
close attention to the individual parts 
that comprise the task. One must be 
able to see both the forest and the trees 
with equal clarity. 

“I found that in my students, 
women tended to be more conscious 
of the little details and thus tended to 
have fewer bugs in their work,” says 
Eleanor Girard, a programmer/ 
analyst with Scripps Institution in La 
Jolla. “Men tended to think on a 
grander scale.” Girard felt this 
different emphasis was due to social 
conditioning rather than innate 
abihty. 

Esther Dyson, vice-president of 
Rosen Research, concurs. “Women 
are often educated to pay more atten¬ 
tion to detail, to be more painstaking. 
To that extent they should be better at 
programming. That’s not biology, 
that’s training. 

If women are so well-suited for pro¬ 
gramming, why aren’t there more in 
the industry? 

During the war, most programmers 
were women, partly due to the ab¬ 
sence of men, but also because it was 


considered boring work. Following 
the war, Rosie the Riveter and Pam 
the Programmer went home. After 
that, the only way to learn about com¬ 
puters was to actually work with them 
and those jobs were men’s domain. 
Only in the early 1970’s did training 
begin to expand. As equal access be¬ 
came available, women reentered the 
industry. The ten to fifteen year time 
lag partially explains why women are 
still playing catch-up. 

In fact, the number of female pro¬ 
grammers has increased much faster 
than the number of available jobs. 
Only 32% of those jobs, however, are 
currently held by women. Sadly, more 
than 75% of women who work with 
computers are in the lower-paying and 
lower-skilled areas of keypunch and 
operations. Contrast this with statistics 
showing 75% of men’s computer- 
connected careers are in repair, system 
analysis, engineering, and program¬ 
ming—work requiring more skill and 
offering higher pay. 

What are the women that have 
landed programming jobs doing? 
Basically, they’re taking care of 
business. 

Gail Anderson, of Anderson Soft¬ 
ware, says that the women she knows 
are doing pretty much the same kind 
of applications work as their male 
counterparts. “They’re involved in 
systems programming of the develop¬ 
ment-type. In applications work, 
they’re writing accounting programs 
and sophisticated file management 
routines. Their programs are oriented 
towards business rather than men or 
women per se.” 
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Some people believed (including 
myself) an influx of female program¬ 
mers would cause a whole new genre 
of humanistic software to be born. 
What happened? 

Economics plays a major part in 
this developing story. Women, as a 
rule, are still paid less for comparable 
work, even within the computer indus¬ 
try. While the gap is less here (a 
woman earns 75 cents to the man’s 
dollar in the computer industry, as op¬ 
posed to 59 cents to the man’s dollar 
outside), it still means a difference of 
thousands of dollars a year in purchas¬ 
ing power. As a result there is less 
money and less possibility of buying a 


day, advances are rapidly moving to¬ 
wards automatic program generation 
and applications which debug them¬ 
selves. Programming itself is being 
“deskilled” as the technology 
improves. 

Will women influence the industry 
in the future? 

“Yes, but I don’t envision it in the 
next 5 years,” responds Gail Ander¬ 
son. “The direction the industry will 
take is decided by management and 
management is still composed mostly 
of men. When women are at least 50% 
of management then you’ll see 
changes.” 

Finally, 1 would offer two bits of ad-

computer for personal use. Women 
aren’t as likely to have unlimited com¬ 
puter access and are therefore less 
likely to program away from work. 

Additionally, free time for learning 
how to program is a rare thing for 
most women. Spare time is usually de¬ 
voted to house and spouse mainte¬ 
nance, children, and other non¬ 
computer related activities. Men don’t 
have as many hours previously allo¬ 
cated for day-to-day sustenance so 
they have more time to “hack.” When 
women’s time is valued the same as 
men’s, then you’ll see more creative 
programs from women. 

Very few “new age” applications 
have actually been created yet. In an¬ 
other five to seven years, we’ll be able 
to more clearly see the effects of 
women, and the new genre of software 
will bloom. Quite likely, it’ll be more 
user-friendly than anything seen 
before. 

One thing for women to keep in 
mind is the incredibly accelerated 
pace of this industry. While program¬ 
ming is a real hot-shot skill to have to- 


vice to women who are considering a 
programming career. First: test the 
waters. Enroll in a class or two to see if 
it suits your own personality and cog¬ 
nitive style. “Most people have unreal 
expectations about programming,” 
says Eleanor Girard, “like believing 
the math is too hard. Taking a class 
will let you discover whether it’s a job 
you’d find interesting or terribly 
tedious.” 

The second tip is a good rule for 
would-be programmers of either sex: 
don't be intimidated! It’s easy to 
confuse proficiency in “computerese” 
with actual knowledge. 

The jury may still be out on 
whether women are inherently better 
programmers than men, but it is clear 
they’re no worse. The bottom line, 
after all, is getting the job done. Em¬ 
ployers don’t really care who does the 
work, they want results. Witness the 
proliferation of “barefoot executives” 
in the industry. In programming, as in 
most other cases, competence is not a 
gender-specific attribute. □

God bless Marcia King 

A couple of months ago I was burning 
the midnight oil in an effort to finish 
the Q & A section in time for the 
magazine deadline. The letter at the 
top of the pile of questions was from 
one Marcia King of Toledo, Ohio. I 
gave the question some thought and 
then wrote down a brief reply that dis¬ 
cussed the concept of keeping individ¬ 
ual chapters in separate files along 
with the notion of Using the @SET 
command to get consecutively num¬ 
bered pages from chapter to chapter. 

I then managed to mis¬ 
type the example so that the number¬ 
ing was wrong, and in the desperate 
rush to get the magazine laid out the 
concluding two paragraphs of the an¬ 
swer were cut so that... Well, anyway, 
a few days after the magazine arrived 
in people’s mail boxes, this letter ar¬ 
rived on my desk: 

First, I want to express my appreciation 
for PROFILES. The articles on PIP, 
keypad reconfiguration, and the intro¬ 


duction (in the November/December 
issue) to telecommunication, modems 
and RBBS were all extremely helpful 

The final impetus to get my Kaypro 
was to write my dissertation and to help 
prepare my wife's thesis. Both have been 
filed and I now know some things about 
pagination in Perfect Writer that may 
save others some struggling with trial 
and error efforts. First let me point out 
that (as I am sure many others have) the 
editor's response to Marcia King's let¬ 
ter (p. 20-21 of the November/ 
December issue) contains an error. 
When using the ‘'@SET(PAGE= n)" 
command to obtain consecutive page 
numbers from file to file, “n" should be 
set equal to the last page number used, 
not to the desired page number of the 
current file as stated. Therefore n-\-l 
will equal the first page number in the 
current file. 

When paginating front matter (pref¬ 
ace, acknowledgments, etc.) which re¬ 
quires roman numerals, I found one 
method that works if somewhat la¬ 
boriously. Use the command: 

@PAGEFOOTING(center= 

INCLUDE[con:]” 

at the beginning of the file after the 
STYLE commands and before the text. 
Then during formatting. Perfect For¬ 
matter will pause at the end of each 
page after displaying a number indicat¬ 
ing which page offile you are on. At this

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Under the 
hacker’s hot 

A look at the programming mind.

Hacker (noun). 1. A computer expert 
or enthusiast. 2. A person who sees pro¬ 
gramming as an end in itself. 3. A com¬ 
pulsive programmer. (Not to be con¬ 
fused with the term ''computer nerd.'') 

I am a beginning programmer, that I 
admit. But recently I was surprised 
to read that I could even be called a 
“prenovice” programmer. Suddenly 
the road to programming expertise 
began to seem impossibly long. And 
when I pondered that thought while at 
the local university computer center, I 
Often found myself turning to stare at 
some fleetfmgered “hacker” nearby, 
wondering how they manage to pro¬ 
gram with such speed and grace. 

I came to realize that I ought to 
know how they program, not just to 
find a short cut to hackerdom, but be¬ 
cause they are all around us. Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of them. Indeed, 
we all ought to know more about 
them. Because from bedroom to 
boardroom their creations guide us 
and help shape the world. What they 
do, and how they do it, really matters.

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So I resolved to overcome my awe 
long enough to find out what goes on 
in the mind of the programmer. After 
quizzing the hackers I could corner, I 
scoured book stores and libraries for 
enlightenment. In the end, I found 
evidence that successful programmers 
do think differently. And, while their 
skills are undoubtedly impressive, 
their methods are within reach of the 
determined “prenovice.” 

The logical approach 

The first process I examined was how 
programmers communicate with their 
computers—programmers talk to their 
electronic friends in a way drastically 
different from that we would use to 
urge on human helpers. Programmers 
can expect little help from computers 
in figuring out how to meet the needs 
of the program’s future users. In addi¬ 
tion to finding out as much as possible 
about the situation in which the pro¬ 
gram will be used, the programmer 
must have the analytical ability to 
break down the problem and solution 


into minute logical steps. Many have 
complained that hackers are out of 
touch with the non-computer world. 
Even when this is true, hackers can 
generally make up for it by excelling 
in analysis and planning. 

A hacker’s analytical ability is di- 
rected first at the heart of the 
programs, the algorithms. An al¬ 
gorithm, technical as it may sound, is 
nothing more than a step-by-step pro¬ 
cedure to be followed to achieve a 
given end. Normally we lose track of 
details and concentrate instead on the 
gestalt, the whole procedure. The pro¬ 
grammer, on the other hand, must 
look carefully at every action required 
in a program and see just how many 
separate steps are involved. 

These steps must be planned 
carefully, taking into account the 
necessary procedures and possible 
problems. It is best to use plain 
English to avoid confusion of plan¬ 
ning issues with the technicalities of 
translation into computer language. 
Unfortunately, there is no mental X- 
ray vision that can immediately iden-

tify the underlying logic for a new pro- 
gram: coming up with these 
algorithms takes time. Obviously, 
patience is a necessary virtue for a 
programmer. 

The formulation of algorithms is 
one of the most difficult aspects of pro¬ 
gramming, according to Cornell pro¬ 
fessors Richard Conway and James 
Archer. Yet this is an unavoidable pro¬ 
cess, since computer programs are 
nothing more than algorithms trans¬ 
lated into a programming language. 
Makeshift, quickie algorithms, 
however, may spawn inelegant 
monster programs which eventually 
outgrow the control of their creators. 
Expert programmers may speed 
through the planning stage by adapt¬ 
ing algorithms they have used in simi¬ 
lar programs. But in the hands of the 
less experienced, programming with¬ 
out going though the formal algorithm 
stage is as risky as building a house 
without a foundation: things may fall 
apart unexpectedly. 

Good programmers must therefore 
restrain any urges for instant ego grati¬ 
fication. In his classic book Computer 
Power and Human Reason, MIT’s 
Joseph Weizenbaum pointed out a 
type of programmer, the “compulsive 
programmer,” who is unable to do so. 
Compulsive programmers, he says, 
are a species of megalomaniac who 
delight in bending computers to their 
will. Their purpose in gaining exper¬ 
tise is to seek reinforcement of their 
fantasies of omnipotence. Fortunately, 
these people are easily identified by 
the inordinately high priority they as¬ 
sign to playing with their computers; 


planning and any other work which 
takes place away from the computer is 
avoided. They may be so driven by 
their emotional needs that their work 
and their relationships with humans 
suffer. In contrast, it seems that truly 
professional programmers are no 
more compulsive than you or I. 

Born logicians? 

Despite the essential role of logic in 
their craft, programmers do not neces¬ 
sarily spring from the womb as extra¬ 
ordinarily logical people. As a matter 
of fact, most social scientists now be¬ 
lieve that logical thinking is a learned 
skill rather than an inborn ability. 
Morton Hunt, in his The Universe 
Within, reports that “logical reasoning 
is not our usual—or natural—practice.” 
Formal schooling provides us with an 
introduction to logic, yet we usually 
manage rather well without it. 

Programming, however, is one of 
those tasks which requires quite a bit 
of logical thinking. That, in turn, re¬ 
quires some training and a lot of prac¬ 
tice. Hunt introduced the cognitive 
science view that logical thinking may 
be fundamentally a kind of spatial 
mapping. So, if those who take to pro¬ 
gramming have particular visual- 
spatial aptitude, neurophysiology and 
culture may give men a slight edge. In 
any case, logical skill for program¬ 
ming may be cultivated through such 
exercises as drawing algorithms in 
flow-chart form. 

Hunt also notes that “even fine 
minds are not so much led by logic as 


prone to bend logic to their own con¬ 
clusions.” Programmers avoid this se¬ 
ductive pitfall to a certain extent due 
to the merciless judgement passed on 
their programs by those ultimately 
logical creatures, computers. 

The natural way 

However, to program is not to be con¬ 
fined to unrelieved, disciplined logical 
thinking. Problem-solving calls for 
more than just logic. Psychologist Paul 
E. Johnson of the University of Min¬ 
nesota studied professionals in various 
scientific fields and found that “the ex¬ 
pert finds logical thinking a pain in the 
neck and far too slow.” It is the begin¬ 
ner who must rely most heavily upon 
logical thinking. An example: MIT’s 
Gerald J. Sussman, who wrote the 
complex problem-solving program 
HACKER. When asked how he de¬ 
vised important changes in his pro¬ 
grams, he said that he could not ex¬ 
plain it in terms of logical steps. 

The explanation for this seeming 
paradox is that a form of thinking less 
rigorous than formal logic is involved 
in problem-solving. This type of 
thought process, called “natural rea¬ 
soning,” can be very useful. It includes 
such things as inductive thinking, rea¬ 
soning by analogy, or by cause and 
effect relationships—none of which 
measure up to the standards of formal 
logic. But since natural reasoning 
focuses on the plausible and probable 
rather than the provable, it is gener¬ 
ally faster than logic. Natural reason¬ 
ing is much more than simple guess- 
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ing, because it must be based on ex¬ 
tensive programming experience. As 
programmers develop their skills, they 
may increasingly utilize natural rea¬ 
soning. However, both natural and 
logical reasoning must be exercised at 
all levels of expertise. 

Telling experts from beginners 

The road to expertise is long, if not 
hard. Conway and Archer warn that, 
“Programming demands an attention 
to detail and a degree of perfection 
that is rarely required in human ac¬ 
tivity.” Programmers who lack the will 
or ability to function in this way soon 
become ex-programmers. It takes a 
minimum of 5,000 hours (about 2-1/2 
years of full-time work) to gain exper¬ 
tise in cognitive skills such as pro¬ 
gramming, estimates Donald Nor¬ 
man, a psychologist at the University 
of California at San Diego. 

During the learning process pro¬ 
gramming experience helps build up a 
body of abstract knowledge, “a design 
schema.” This knowledge consists of 
more than just an accumulation of 
facts; it is organized so that the pro¬ 
grammer makes the proper connec¬ 
tions between past programs and new 
tasks. What distinguishes beginners is 
not only that they know less, but also 
that they fail to apply all they do know. 
Beginners, lacking a developed 
schema, cannot foresee the complica¬ 
tions implicit in programming tasks. 
Accordingly, novices tend to jump and 
start generating code immediately. 
Expert programmers, on the other 


hand, spend considerable time 
planning. 

Debugging against high odds 

Since program creation calls upon so 
many mental resources, it is not sur¬ 
prising that even professionals must 
spend as much time correcting errors 
as in writing the first draft of the pro¬ 
gram. The computer itself provides 
some assistance initially, by sending 
messages pointing out meaningless or 
impossible statements in the program. 
After that, the programmer is pretty 
much on his own. Here again logical 
thinking will be called into play to de¬ 
vise effective testing schemes. 

However, some programming mis¬ 
takes may not be discovered until long 
after this stage, perhaps not until a 
program has been in use for years. In¬ 
deed, Conway and Archer claim, “The 
problem of program errors is perhaps 
the most serious facing the computing 
profession.” The problem is serious 
enough to have generated a book. 
Software Reflected by Robert L. 
Baber, which discusses programming 
difficulties ranging from the amusing 
to the horrifying. 

In one case, a consulting firm 
designed a program which had, 
among other bugs, a section which re¬ 
peated infinitely. In one program run, 
this bug used up about $ 1,000 worth of 
computer time. Also unnerving is the 
case of company which suffered losses 
of over $10 million when it tried and 
failed to implement an overly am¬ 
bitious computer system. But most so¬ 


bering is the tale of the country whose 
computerized defense system con¬ 
tained an error which caused a false 
report of enemy attack. 

When confronted with error-laden 
programs, novices can draw some 
comfort from the thought that they are 
in good company. Expertise may 
mean fewer errors, and different kinds 
of errors. But, software design is so 
complex that the most professional 
programmers must be ever conscious 
of the high probability of error. 

Imperfect tools 

Though human error and a lack of 
rigorous training in the computer field 
contribute to programming 
difficulties, some problems stem from 
the very languages which make pro¬ 
gramming possible. After all, pro¬ 
gramming languages themselves are 
essentially only complex commands 
which compiler programs recognize. 
These compilers translate program¬ 
ming language statements into lower 
level language, so that commands end 
up in a binary code. 

Many programmers complain 
about the rigidity of computer lan¬ 
guage syntax and of vocabulary which 
is difficult to remember. Switching be¬ 
tween languages often aggravates such 
irritations. Novices tend to work with 
about three different languages, while 
experts use even more. Joseph 
Weizenbaum points out, however, that 
“. . . many [programmers], perhaps 
most, have no knowledge whatever of

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Technology alone 
is not enough 

People provide the missing link between 
the disabled and computers

can help anyone if they aren’t present 
in their everyday life. That’s where 
other people come in. To place a sys¬ 
tem in a home takes experience with 
both hardware and software, knowl¬ 
edge of the special needs of the dis¬ 
abled, and the resources to get the 
equipment in the first place. 

DIGSIG, the Disabled Interest 
Group of the San Diego Computer 
Society, is one group of people proving 
that 200 heads are infinitely more pro¬ 
ductive than one. 

DIGSIG was started in April 1982 
by Milton Blackstone just after port¬ 
able computers emerged. He’s an 
able-bodied and enthusiastic man, a 
real dynamo, who believes that the 
disabled, more so than other people, 
need the flexibility of portable 
computers. 

DIGSIG’s membership includes all 
levels of expertise, from the curious 
novice to those working within the 
computer industry. Able and disabled 
are equally represented; each member 
is fueled by private motivations. Some 
people are stimulated by the human- 
( Continued) 


T he combination of computers and 
the handicapped creates an inter¬ 
esting alchemy which often 
produces golden results. By using mi¬ 
crocomputers as manipulators, pro¬ 
cessors, controllers or all three, the 
technology now exists to eliminate 
many of the functional disabilities 
plaguing human beings. 

The one vital ingredient usually 
overlooked in this mix, however, is 
also the most elusive—that quirky 
human touch. People must provide 
the knowledge, time, and above all, 
energy necessary to pull all the pieces 
together. Fortunately, a new source of 
exactly this type of human support is 
emerging from computer clubs, users 
groups, and even high-tech manu¬ 
facturers. 

What seems to be happening are 
some unexpected (but not un¬ 
welcome) side effects from the general 
public’s growing interest in comput¬ 
ers. The mental chemistry which oc¬ 
curs when a human meets a computer 
generates a literal whirlwind of ideas 
and speculations. Some wonderful

creations are being born from these 
tempests. Some of these ideas are 
hardware-oriented such as optical 
scanning devices and customized key¬ 
boards, and some take software form, 
like text-to-braille translators. And 
some are both. 

Minspeak is an excellent example 
of just what is meaht by “both.” Re¬ 
cently created by Bruce Baker, linguist 
and artificial language expert, 
Minspeak is a phrase/sentence recall 
system. It uses a special keyboard with 
just sixty keys, but their meanings 
change according to the order in 
which they are depressed. Thousands 
of spoken sentences can be made in 
this manner with fewer than seven 
strokes. Minspeak combines hardware 
(new keyboard) and software (a 
meaning) to overcome the problem of 
the slower speed at which information 
is communicated by some of the more 
severely disabled. 

Human ingredient 

None of these technological marvels 
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engineering challenges in getting 
systems physically adapted for use. 
Others have relatives they’d like to 
help. Still others want to help them¬ 
selves by hands-on practice. As a 
whole, the group agrees its main pur¬ 
pose is to assist all its members in 
reaching personal goals. 

The organization meets monthly at 
the Community Service Center for the 
Disabled in San Diego and usually in¬ 
vites a speaker. Every third month is 
Show & Tell, where new develop¬ 
ments are demonstrated. The real ac¬ 
tion, however, isn’t in the meetings. 
It’s in the programs and projects they 
sponsor. 

Plans and projects 

One such project is the creation of a 
permanent lab. In order to provide 
truly equal access for handicapped 
people, systems need to be set up in a 
fixed location for use anytime. Ideally, 
DIGSIG hopes to have their system in 
communication with a university for 
computer-aided, and even auto¬ 
dialing of special interest bulletin 
boards. Combining portable compu¬ 
ters and keyboard emulators would 
allow use of the lab by either disabled 
or able-bodied people. So far the ma¬ 
jor barrier has proved to be finding an 
accessible site for the lab. 

A related project nearing successful 
completion is DIGSIG’s own bulletin 
board. On-line 24 hours a day, a 
Kaypro 10 will be loaded with all kinds 
of data on the handicapped and the 
available resources. There will be a di¬ 
rectory of members’ skills, a list of 
completed projects, notices of equip¬ 
ment for sale or consultants for hire. 
An electronic message section will let 
people communicate personally. 

One big reason for getting the bul¬ 
letin board up and running is to cash 
in on the early networking frenzy of 
local, state, and federal agencies. Like 
kids with a new toy, organizations 
everywhere are plugging into elec¬ 


tronic networks and sharing informa¬ 
tion. This is resulting in a tidal wave of 
valuable information which was not 
previously available to the public. 

With a little help 

Even with the grand plans, DIGSIG’s 
number one priority is to match sys¬ 
tems with the disabled population. 
They presently have five different sys¬ 
tems in various members’ homes, 
including an Osborne, Kaypro, IBM- 
PC, TRS-80 and Northstar. The lucky 
members use them for whatever tasks 
they want and report monthly on how 
they’re progressing. The group is non¬ 
profit and cannot buy the equipment it 
needs, so donations are constantly 
pursued for this specific purpose. 

Another vital service performed by 
the group involves financial 
assistance. A large kink in the Social 
Security Insurance disability structure 
is the regulation saying that any asset 
over $2,000 makes a person ineligible 
for benefits. Most computer-assisted 
devices cost more than that limit. 
DIGSIG helps people by fixing them 
up with donated hardware. This fol¬ 
lows the letter of the law because the 
equipment isn’t legally owned by the 
handicapped user. Since these devices 
save money through lower attendant 
and care costs in the long run, it seems 
likely that particular requirement will 
soon be reviewed. 

Some manufacturers realizing the 
resource present in these groups are 
attempting to tap it. DIGSIG has been 
in contact with a number of com¬ 
panies who want help in designing 
hardware/ software products 
applicable to the disabled community. 
One such company is Kraft, Inc., 
makers of joystick controllers for 
home video games. They will be work¬ 
ing together with DIGSIG members 
to design handles for manipulatively- 
impaired individuals. DIGSIG is al¬ 
ready beta testing products for two 
other companies. 


The other arena of contacts being 
developed through the organization 
lies in vocational training arid employ¬ 
ment for the handicapped. Milton has 
people talking to a firm in San Jose 
and another in Manhattan Beach re¬ 
garding career placement oppor¬ 
tunities for DIGSIG members; that 
particular future looks bright. Home 
employment isn’t a new concept to the 
business world. Control Data Corpo¬ 
ration has been doing it for years with 
their own employees in a program 
called Homework. 

So where’s the gold? 

The disabled say that the major reason 
for being interested in microcomput¬ 
ers is their vocational potential. The 
opportunity to learn programming of¬ 
fers them a viable way to earn a decent 
and dignified living. While also true 
for the able-bodied, it’s much more in¬ 
tegral for the handicapped as their op¬ 
tions are greatly restricted. There’s 
definitely gold in learning how to 
program. 

Conversely, as the invasive chip 
permeates more of everyday life, lack 
of knowledge or access will greatly 
hinder a person’s career opportunities. 
That equals a lump of iron. 

There’s also a wealth of informa¬ 
tion being pulled together in an ac¬ 
cessible form on electronic bulletin 
boards nationwide. 

It’s a golden opportunity as well for 
the newly-prestigious garage hacker to 
provide vital breakthroughs which 
might be applied towards the 
disabled. 

The real treasure, however, lies in 
the act of people working together. 
There are hidden gifts in the exchange 
of information, energy, and support 
which feel more precious than gold. 
They are. You can’t buy them or get 
them through mail-order. They are 
gifts of the self: you receive them only 
by giving. □ 
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their computer’s machine language or 
of the content and structure of the 
translators.” So, the nature of higher 
level programming languages has 
quite an impact on the actual experi¬ 
ence of programming. 

To comphcate matters even more, 
there is controversy about how these 
languages should be improved. Com¬ 
puter scientists as well as would-be 
programmers yearn for languages 
which simplify programming and 
minimize human error, but there are 
differing views on how this can be 
accomplished. 

Many dream of having the oppor¬ 
tunity to program in plain English. 
That is currently impossible because 
no one has been able to produce a 
compiler which can translate English 
into a computer language. It is unclear 
whether such a compiler could be de¬ 
signed, or whether it would be usable 
if it were developed. The languages 
which we use so effortlessly are far 
more complex than most people rec¬ 
ognize. For one thing, natural lan- 
gauge, being the invention of living, 
feeling beings, is more than merely in¬ 
strumental. To understand natural 
language, a computer would have to 
be able to distinguish such things as 
humor, sarcasm, hyperbole and meta¬ 
phor from literal meaning. It is very 
difficult to provide a computer with 
the context that is the background of 
human language comprehension. So, 
until the field of artificial intelligence 
has made these things possible, pro¬ 
grammers in effect must serve as 
human compilers. 

An alternative solution is being 
pursued by Yale’s Elliot Soloway, re¬ 
ports Science News. Using data on the 
types of errors made by novice pro¬ 


grammers, he hopes to design a lan¬ 
guage more suited to humans’ natural 
problem-solving strategies. However, 
there is some question about how 
“natural” these ways of approaching 
problems really are, whether they are 
biologically or culturally formed. This 
question may lose its relevance if, as 
Conway and Archer assert “. . . pro¬ 
gramming is not inherently a natural 
human process.''^ 

However, even if Soloway’s plans 
come to naught, programmers do not 
necessarily have to resign themselves 
to a bug-filled future. Science News 
also notes that IBM’s John Backus, 
who helped develop FORTRAN, is 
working on another type of computer 
langauge. In contrast to Soloway’s 
plans for a language adapted to 
human mental models. Backus be¬ 
lieves it is proper that computer lan¬ 
guages demand a special way of think¬ 
ing during programming. He envi¬ 
sions a consistent and logical language 
which would simplify matters by 
providing what are essentially ready¬ 
made program modules to be com¬ 
bined as required. 

To program or not 

Some computer users have the luck to 
quickly find data processing tools 
which meet the demands of the tasks 
they have in mind. Others end up ex¬ 
perimenting with many varieties of 
hard and software. There are also, in¬ 
evitably, those who begin to tinker 
with software and end up becoming 
programmers of some proficiency. Of 
course, it is unnecessary to learn pro¬ 
gramming if one’s goal is simply to use 
a computer effectively. But any knowl¬ 


edge of what goes through a program¬ 
mer’s mind, and how programs come 
to be, provides valuable insight into 
what is going on in the world around 
us. 

Such knowledge is sure to prevent 
the “enormously exaggerated attribu¬ 
tions an even well-educated audience 
is capable of making, even strives to 
make, to a technology it does not 
understand” of which Joseph Weizen- 
baum warns. In Computer Power and 
Human Reason he relates experiences 
of his own which vividly illustrate this 
tendency. For example, after he had 
written the ELIZA program, which 
parodied the conversation of 
Rogerian therapists, he found to his 
dismay that people felt the computer 
really understood their problems. Even 
his secretary, though witness to the 
programming process, actually asked 
Weizenbaum to leave the room so that 
she could open her heart to ELIZA. 
And she was only the first of many 
nonprogrammers to overestimate the 
program’s capabilities. 

Learning about programming is 
one way to learn about the realities of 
what computers can and cannot do, 
and what they should and shoud not 
be allowed to do. There is no better 
way to learn how programmers think 
than to become one. Fortunately, for 
those with little time or inclination to 
program, there are shortcuts such as 
reading the book Programming for Po¬ 
ets: A Gentle Introduction Using Basic. 
As its authors Conway and Archer ob¬ 
served, “If historians of the future call 
this the beginning of the computer 
age, it would be a sad and curious 
thing to have lived in this time without 
any appreciation of what was taking 
place.” □ 
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Reconfiguring your 
numeric keypad 

The Kaypro^s calculator keypad can become 
a dynamite set of dedicated function keys 
--if you know a few little tricks.

T he Kaypro keyboard has a lovely 
calculator-style numeric keypad 
that’s wonderful for high-speed 
entry of statistical data. If the major 
portion of your work involves numeri¬ 
cal computations, you’re set. 

However, if you do other things 
with the Kaypro, word-processing, 
say, and you’re beginning to get tired 
of typing control-this and control-that, 
are you aware that this very same key¬ 
pad might hold the, um, key to your 
salvation? 

That’s right. Those fourteen keys 
are programmable—you can change 
them easily to more convenient sym¬ 
bols, with the help of a utility program 
called CONFIG that’s provided on 
your CP/M disk. It’s a simple 
operation, but you’ll have to immerse 
yourself in a bit of jargon before you 
can do it. 

First, a brief explanation of how the 
keyboard works. Each key sends a 
unique code to the computer, where it 
is translated into a recognizable sym¬ 
bol before you (or your program) can 
see it. The 5 key on the keypad does 


not generate the same code as the 5 
key in the typewriter section (You can 
prove this to yourself. Hold down the 
shift key and type a typewriter-5; you 
get a percent sign. Do the same with a 
keypad-5; aha! —another five, 
something must be different.). 

The translation table that the com¬ 
puter uses to interpret the keypad 
codes is contained in the system tracks 
that you place on each disk when you 
use the SYSGEN program (on earlier 
Kaypros) or “write CP/M to the disk” 
(as explained by the current Kaypro 
COPY program). 

CONFIG merely modifies the hst 
of definitions for the keypad codes 
that’s contained in the system tracks 
on a particular disk. Thus, you can set 
up different keypad definitions for dif¬ 
ferent disks—a word processing 
keypad, a database management key¬ 
pad, a programming keypad ... what¬ 
ever you want. These definitions are 
stored by the computer as hexadecimal 
numbers (in slang, hex or hex codes). 

The hexadecimal number system 
uses sixteen digits, as opposed to the 


ten we’re familiar with in our common 
decimal notation. 0,1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 
and 9 retain the same values, but hex 
goes on from there: A = 10, B = ll, 
C = 12, D = 13, E = 14, and F = 15. In 
decimal, the number 10 would equal 
zero ones and one ten; in hex, the 
same two digits would mean zero ones 
and one sixteen. There are fully 256 
two-digit numbers possible in hex, 
from 00 to FF—far more than the 100 
available in decimal, 00 to 99. All the 
symbols the computer gets from the 
keyboard—upper- and lower-case 
letters, numbers, punctuation marks, 
and commands like “carriage return” 
and “backspace” —are contained 
within the first 128 places in the hex¬ 
adecimal table we’ve provided. 

Look at the table; you’ll notice that 
all the recognizable characters appear 
in the last six columns. The first two 
columns contain cryptic abbreviations 
for computer functions. Some of these 
are more or less obvious; BS means 
backspace, HT means horizontal tab, 
LF means linefeed, CR means car¬ 
riage return, ESC indicates the 
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The hexadecimal translation table. Numbers along the top edge represent the first 
digit of a two-digit hex number, numbers along the left edge represent the second 
digit.

ESCAPE key, and so on. The other 
functions have their uses, too, but 
they’re not really necessary for our 
purposes here. 

Notice how the capital and lower¬ 
case letters appear in exactly the same 
pattern two rows apart. This is not co¬ 
incidence, in fact, it’s a rule: holding 
down the shift key subtracts hex 20 
from the value of any lower-case char¬ 
acter, yielding the value of the appro¬ 
priate uppercase character. This rule 
only holds true for letters, but it never 


varies—use of the shift key moves you 
two columns to the left. 

The CONTROL key also acts as a 
shift key of sorts; holding CONTROL 
down moves you another four col¬ 
umns to the left. Try another experi¬ 
ment; type CONTROL-M. You’ll get 
a carriage return. 

This brings us to our second table, a 
listing of the first two columns as 
CONTROL functions. 

You now have all the basic knowl- 
(Continued) 
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edge necessary to convert your keypad 
to explicit single-character function 
keys. 

Place a disk that contains the CON¬ 
FIG program in the A: drive and the 
disk on which you’d like the new defi¬ 
nitions in B:. When you bring up 
CONFIG (just enter CONFIG fol¬ 
lowed by a carriage return after the 
A> prompt), select option 4 (numeri¬ 
cal keypad definitions) from the main 
menu, and option 2 (change the nu¬ 
merical keypad settings) from the sec¬ 
ondary menu. 

You’ll see a diagram of the keypad. 
Shown beneath each number is its hex 
equivalent (see our diagram above). 
Follow the instructions to the right of 
the diagram, and enter new hex values 
for any key you wish to change. 

If you want to use control symbols 
as they’re employed by a program, 
follow our second table. Don’t be con¬ 
cerned if our first table seems to indi¬ 
cate a contradictory meaning for the 
symbol; remember that this is a table 
of translations from key to hex to 
symbol. What the actual symbols do 
depends on yet another translation 
process, contained within any given 
program. The same symbol may com¬ 
mand the computer to do entirely dif¬ 
ferent things in different applications 
programs. 

We’ve prepared a couple of exam¬ 
ples, reconfigured keypads for both 
Perfect Writer and Wordstar, to show 
you how to set up the keypad to han¬ 
dle frequently used commands. You 
might want to rearrange the keys, or 
incorporate different ones ... go to it. 
This is for your convenience. 

When you’ve changed all the keys 
you want to change, follow instruc¬ 
tions to exit the program. Place the 
reconfigured disk in the A: drive, push 
the reset button on the back of the 
computer, and your new keypad is up 
and running. 

If you change A: disks and wish to 
return to the original keypad defini¬ 
tions, you’ll have to hit the reset but¬ 
ton again, likewise if you move from

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an unaltered disk to a modified one 
and wish to use the new definitions. 
This is because the computer reads the 
system tracks into memory from the 
first disk that’s placed in A: after the 
machine is turned on; in order to erase 
that memory image you have to “cold 
boot” the machine, either by turning it 
off and on again or by using the reset 
button. 

You can set up as many keypads as 
you like (Be careful not to confuse 
yourself!), one per disk. But because 
of the memory situation outlined 
above, you won’t be able to switch 
back and forth once you’re into a 
program. 

Note: if you have reasons to want to 
change the definitions of the cursor 
movement keys, another menu selec¬ 
tion of CONFIG will do that for you. 
The procedure is exactly the same. □

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Getting to know 
Perfect Filer 

A look at how this list manager can 
pull your life together

I f you still expect to act on your New 
Year’s resolution to computerize 
your life, Perfect Filer, the list man¬ 
ager that came with your Kaypro, may 
provide some help. With minimum 
effort, you can record the names and 
addresses you use most often. You can 
then print the names and addresses on 
a sorted list, on mailing labels or on 
envelopes. With a little more effort, 
you actually use your list with a form 
letter you design, making it possible 
for you to personally address your 
multiple love letters, send quantities 
of generic thank-you notes, or even do 
a mailing for a very small business. 
With even more effort, you can design 
your own data bases from scratch. On 
the other hand, if your tasks include 
organizing a mailing list for a major 
political candidate or trying to keep 
track of a multitude of serialized wid¬ 
gets, you’ll probably want to look 
beyond Perfect Filer to a full-fledged 
data base management system. 

Perfect Filer is a data or list fihng 
system. Simply put, this means you 
can enter a list of items, create a data 
base, update the list, sort the list by 
any of several criteria, and cause the 
list to be printed on your screen or on 
paper, in a variety of ways. 

In order to store, update, sort, and 
report a list. Filer uses three compo¬ 
nents: a data record, a list format and 
a printer form. The data record is sim-

ply a formatted screen. The screen for¬ 
mat displays prompts, called Data De¬ 
scriptors, with space to fill in the ap¬ 
propriate information. Each space, 
known as a field, also has its own 
name, known as a ‘tag.’ These tags al¬ 
low Filer to find the information you 
want and put it in the form you desig¬ 
nate. The data record, a definition of 
the amount and type of data to be 
used, actually determines the nature 
of your data base. 

A list format is a series of com¬ 
mands telling Perfect Filer how you 
want specific information from your 
data base to be displayed, either on the 
screen or by a printer. Several list for¬ 
mats can be made up for each data 
base. For instance, you might want to 
print a list of names alphabetically, 
and then make a second list of the 
same names sorted by zip code. 

Printer forms are used only in Per¬ 
fect Filer’s Generate Mail function. As 
the name implies. Generate Mail al¬ 
lows you to use your list to address 
form letters, labels, envelopes and 
similar documents. 

The bad news 

Perfect Filer also has some limitations. 
The most obvious of these is Filer’s in¬ 
ability to perform any arithmetic func¬ 
tions, making it useless for any ap¬ 
plication requiring tallies or automat¬ 
ically figured numbers. 

Filer comes ready to accept 503 rec¬ 


ords in each data base. Modifying the 
Filer system parameters allows the 
creation of data bases of up to 1201 
records. 

Each data base must be on its own 
disk. In other words, if you maintain a 
customer list and an inventory list, 
each must be on its own disk. This is 
true even on the Kaypro 10—only one 
data base may be kept on drive A and 
one on drive B—all the rest will have to 
be on separate, floppy disks, 
accomplished by telling Filer your 
data base is on drive C. 

Perfect Filer does not let you name 
your data base in the disk file. (This is 
one of the reasons each data base must 
be on a separate disk.) All your data 
base names are the same as far as the 
computer is concerned; you keep 
track by putting your name of each 
data base on the diskette label. These 
limitations will not affect the casual 
user, but anyone contemplating a 
large or complex data base may want 
to consider other software. 

Predesigned data bases 

Perfect Filer comes with two pre¬ 
designed data bases: the Individual 
Member Data Base, which is set up for 
names and addresses, and the Organi¬ 
zational Data Base, which files names 
and addresses under the name of an 
organization.

Each of these predesigned data 
bases come equipped with list formats 
and printer forms that allow you to 
personalize form letters, put addresses 
on labels or envelopes, and generate 
lists in several ways. Both data bases 
come with eight sample names and 
addresses which can be used for prac¬ 
tice sessions. Many people find they 
can make use of these predesigned 
data bases just as they come by delet¬ 
ing the sample information and enter¬ 
ing their own. 

It is, of course, possible to design

iar with the IMDB is to begin to use it. 
Put your Perfect Filer working dis¬

your own data base from scratch. Al¬ 
though such a project is considered a 
giant hassle by many, it does allow you 
to tailor Perfect Filer specifically for 
your needs. 

Even if you’re sure you’re going to 
design your own data base, experience 
has shown it’s worthwhile to first work 
through the functions of the Individ¬ 
ual Member Data Base. Perfect Filer 
is less than perfect, and in some places 
downright confusing. We’ll briefly run 
through some practice steps which will 
give you a sense of the system and 
make the manual easier to 
understand. 

The Individual Member Data Base, 
known as the IMDB, is located on 
your Perfect Filer disk. It contains 
eight sample names and addresses. 
The predesigned list format allows 
you to select any of several list types. 
The printer forms permit a range of 
formats including one inch wide mail¬ 
ing labels by one across, regular envel¬ 
opes, and form letters. 

The first step is to make sure you 
have a working disk of the IMDB. 


sary information into memory, pres¬ 
ent you with a date, and the option to 
either change or accept the date as 
correct. 

Perfect Filer is a “menu-driven” 
program. As you work your way 
through the data base, you will be pre¬ 
sented with what sometimes appears 
to be an endless series of menus. You 
move around these menus by pressing 
the return key to go down, and the 
back space key to go up. Your cursor 
position is shown by a blinking X. 
Once your cursor is at the correct loca¬ 
tion, you press “X” to activate your 
choice. 

Since the date a record is entered 
can be important, and because Filer 
will automatically put the date you 
choose as correct on the data record, 
you might as well go ahead and make 
the date correct by choosing the 
“Change Date” option. Screen prom¬ 
pts will guide you through the rest of 
this process. 

Once the date is corrected, and 
you’ve confirmed this, you will be pre¬ 
sented with another menu. Since you 
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don’t yet have a list of the eight sample 
names, you can’t access them. By 
adding your own name and address 
you will have a place to start. 

Adding members 

Now choose ‘^Add a New Member”. 
Perfect Filer will display a blank data 
record. The data record looks easy, but 
there are a few things you should 
know befote you begin to enter 
information. 

One of the more annoying things 
about Filer is the requirement that 
you use the Control commands to 
move around the data record. Thus 
<CTRL> —B will move you 
backward a character at a time; 
<CTRL>—F wilt move you forward 
a character at a time; <CTRL>—N 
will move you to the next field; 
<CTRL>—P will hiove you to the 
previous field. 

It’s true, as you’re likely to discover. 


up and typing over. The space bar de¬ 
letes unwanted characters. 

The data record provides space, on 
the first line, for first, middle and last 
name. When you want to review, 
change or delete a record on the 
IMDB, Filer will ask for the first initial 
of the first name, and the first three let¬ 
ters of the last name. These three char¬ 
acters make up the ID tag. Since you 
don’t yet know the sample names, en¬ 
tering your own name will give you a 
chance to see what’s happening. 

The rest of the data record is a bit 
trickier. The second line calls for two 
Titles and a Salutation. The first Title 
is intended to be a form of address, 
such as ‘‘Ms.”, “Mr.”, etc. The second 
title is for qualifiers such as “Jr.” or 
“Pres.” The second title, however, is 
limited to six characters, which means 
that you will often have to abbreviate. 

You may want to fill in the saluta¬ 
tion blank with the person’s first 
name. If it’s left blank. Filer will pick 
up the first Title and the last name. 


If the title and salutation are 
left blanky Filer will default to 
the uninspired Dear Person, 


you can move around the data record 
with the return key. Don't! Filer 
recognizes the Return key as a charac¬ 
ter, even though you don’t see it on the 
screen. Although your data record will 
look fine, when you print a list or use 
the data base for form letters, much of 
the data will be out of alignment. The 
only way to correct this is to go back 
and re-enter the information on each 
data record. It’s easier to use the 
proper commands in the first place. 

You will undoubtedly soon find 
Filer doesn’t recognize the Delete key; 
instead, you make changes by backing 


giving you, for example. Dear Mr. 
Jones. If both titles and the salutation 
are left blank. Filer will default to the 
uninspired Dear Person. 

The third line is for the person’s or¬ 
ganization. This can be left blank 
since the IMDB list format doesn’t in¬ 
clude it. 

The fourth and fifth lines are 
labeled Address 1 and Address 2. The 
second address is meant to be used 
only as a continuation of the first, not 
as an alternate address.

If you do fill it 
in, the country will appear at the bot¬ 
tom of the address on letters as well as 
labels. 

The phone number blanks are self- 
explanatory. The phone information 
is only available on screen, unless you 
alter the list format. 

An X may be placed in the active 
box. The predesigned list format 
allows you to choose all members, in¬ 
active members only or active mem¬ 
bers only. 

The comment lines are just that, 
places you may add a comment or two 
about the person. There is, however, 
no provision for comments in the pre¬ 
designed list format, so any comments 
will only show when you display the 
record on the screen. 

The date shown on the data record 
will be the data you accepted or 
changed when you first entered Filer. 
Again, no provision has been made to 
indicate dates on the predesigned list 
format, although this can be included 
if you design you own. 

Go ahead, and complete at least a 
portion of the data record with your 
own name and address. When you’re 
finished, press <CTRL>—E to enter 
the information on the data base. You 
will be given another blank data 
record. 

Perfect Filer allows you to use the 
key “ESC” to move backwards 
through the menus. If you want to see 
your own name displayed, choose the 
“Review/Update” option. To get at 
the rest of the names, you’ll have to 
print your list. “Escape” back to the 
main menu and choose the “Generate 
List/Report” option. Next, pick the 
“Members by Name” option, fol¬ 
lowed by: “All members.” 

If your Kaypro is connected to a 
printer, make sure the printer is on, 
and direct your output to it by pressing 
“X” in front of the word Printer. Your 
printer will begin to print a list of 
names, and yours should be included. 


Using this list, you can go back and ex¬ 
periment with the various other 
options. 

Fun with form letters 

Once you’ve got a handle on the vari¬ 
ous ways you can print and display the 
members in the IMDB, you may want 
to experiment with a form letter. 

When you create a form letter you 
insert, in angle brackets, the tags in¬ 
dicating the information you want 
drawn from your data base. Thus, 
Dear <name>, will result in the sa¬ 
lutation, Dear Mary, if the tag name is 
used in the data record. 

The easiest way to be sure of the ex¬ 
act tags used is to print the screen defi¬ 
nition. This is done by running the 
“Create” program (from CP/M), 
choosing the “Display Screen Defini¬ 
tion” and sending the output to the 
printer. In fact, if you anticipate send¬ 
ing many different form letters, or if 
you’re using several data bases, it’s a 
good idea to set up a file containing 
printed copies of all the screen defini¬ 
tions you use. This way you’ll have a 
record of the tags when you need it. 

Form letters must be generated on 
your data base diskette by a word pro¬ 
cessor; either Perfect Writer or Word¬ 
Star will do nicely. Again, there are 
some things you need to know before 
you begin. Filer will not recognize the 
use of the TAB key. The inclusion of a 
tab will result in the error message: 
“Bad character [Ascii 9].” The only an¬ 
swer to such a message is to redo the 
letter, using the space bar to create 
indentations. 

In addition, are not allowed to 
use Perfect Writer's NEWPAGE or @ 
commands. There is a specific set of 
word processing type commands un¬ 
derstood by Filer listed in the manual.

Filer to your A drive and print it from

Master of The Word 


He’s not a famous novelist or poet, 
but he’s created software that’s 
a writer’s best friend.

B ehind every successful software 
program is a programmer. Often 
he’s hidden behind the closed 
doors and secrecy of a large corpora¬ 
tion, but sometimes he’s lavished with 
praise and thrust suddenly into the 
spotlight. Wayne Holder, author of the 
tremendously popular spelling 
checker. The Word Plus, may have 
gone beyond mere compliments and 
media attention. For some people, 
he’s practically a hero. 

For instance, one woman told 
Holder she was afraid to write any¬ 
thing before she bought The Word 
Plus. She said the program relieved 
her anxiety about writing, and made 
her more experimental. 

Her feelings are not unusual. ‘Tn 
school, we’re taught to be ashamed of 
our bad spelling,” says Holder. “Many 
people have commented that The 
Word Plus has restored their self-es¬ 
teem.” 

That’s a fair accomplishment for a 
piece of software. It’s probably why 
Holder has sold over 80,000 copies of

The Word Plus and his sales still in¬ 
crease. But it wasn’t always roses for 
the enterprising Holder. 

A humble beginning 

Holder got involved with computers 
while studying electrical engineering 
at a local college in 1973. The depart¬ 
ment had acquired some surplus com¬ 
puters. “It was a nice environment,” 
said Holder. “The instructor simply 
pointed us to the computer room and 
handed us some manuals. There were 
no formal courses. I wrote my first 
program there and spent all my free 
time working on computer projects.” 

While in college, he met Tom 
Lafleur, who is now director of 
research and development for Digital 
Research. Lafleur introduced Holder 
to CP/M at an early West Coast 
Computer Faire. Lafleur dragged 
Holder over to the then small booth of 
Gary Kildall, the inventor of CP/M, 
and said, “You’ve got to buy this pro¬ 
gram.” He did. 

Holder left school for a Civil Service 
job doing assembly language pro¬ 


gramming and electrical engineering. 
“At the time, I really wanted to do 
electrical engineering and computers 
were only a way into that,” Holder 
says. “I’ve always been on the fence 
between software and hardware.” 

After three years there. Holder 
moved to a job with Systems Consul¬ 
tants, now called Syscon Corporation. 
There, he did microprocessor design 
work on a hand-held terminal that was 
used for ordering products via 
modem. But he continued to write 
software. 

“I’m always writing software,” he 
said. “I’ve written tons of programs. 
The Word was just the first one I wrote 
with the idea of selling it myself.” 

How The Word came to life 

Holder started work on The Word, 
predecessor of The Word Plus, around 
December 1979. It wasn’t intended to 
be a spelling checker at first. Accord¬ 
ing to Holder, he was only interested 
in producing a dictionary. Holder’s 
wife is a writer and he used several of

her books to form the first dictionary. 
Then, he collected every bit of text he 
could to add more words. 

After compiling all the words he 
could, he spent two months, eight to 
ten hours a day, physically checking 
the spelling of all the words in his elec¬ 
tronic dictionary against those in the 


bound dictionary. The time was sup¬ 
posed to be a paid vacation. “It was 
the most miserable period of my life,” 
he says, not a hint of joking in his 
voice. 

These months were not without ca¬ 
lamity, either. He almost had a major 
disaster when he incorporated an ex¬ 


tremely poor public domain diction¬ 
ary into his main dictionary and didn’t 
have a backup of the original. He had 
started to go through and get those 
words out by hand, when he found an 
original copy. “I thought I had really 
blown it,” he said. 

It was during this time that he wrote 
all the tools: LOOKUP, FIND, 
SPELL, and the rest. They were done 
as diversions. 

“I was going crazy, so I wrote those 
programs to unwind,” he said. “To me, 
there are two kinds of programming- 
programming you like to do, and pro¬ 
gramming you have to do. I need pro¬ 
gramming that I like to get through 
the other programming. It keeps my 
mind sharper when I have a second 
fun project on which to work.” 

By mid-February 1980, the project 
had turned into a spelling checker. 
Shortly after that in March, Spell- 
guard, another spelling checker, was 
announced at a trade show and began 
selling like hotcakes. The news was 
disappointing to Holder, who had a 
product that was better and cheaper. 
Spellguard sold for $300, and The 
Word was only $75. The Word also 
had a larger dictionary, took less 
space, was faster and did more. 

Holder had wanted to be the first 
spelling checker, but he plodded on 
with The Word just the same. In May, 
he first introduced it at a small compu¬ 
ter show in San Diego. He sold $2000 
worth of the product in one weekend, 
a performance he has never exceeded. 
However, he was still employed full¬ 
time and was financing the business 
on a shoestring. There soon were other 
problems. Because he was selling'it so 
inexpensively, people thought some¬ 
thing was wrong with it. He fought 
that for about six months. 

Then, he got his big break. In 
November 1980, Byte Magazine did a 
comparative review of spelling check¬ 
ers and rated his the best. “My sales 
quadrupled immediately after that,” 
he said.

March of that year, he introduced The 
Word Plus. Why? He wanted to write a 
new product so he could raise the price 
to $150 and get out of the “$75 can’t 
buy a good product” reception of The 


Word. He also wanted to make im¬ 
provements, like making the program 
do corrections and hyphenation auto¬ 
matically, and adding the REVIEW 
and TW program. 

“The changes were based on com¬ 
ments of people who called and 
wrote,” he said. “I collected them for 
six months and designed The Word 


Plus from them. Essentially, The Word 
Plus was what people wanted. And 
that’s the approach I’ve adapted for all 
my programs ever since. There’s no 
better way for me to know the way 
everyone would like a product to 
work. 

“A lot of people in this business to 
whom I’ve talked don’t like the idea of 
bending their own ideas about how 
software should be done. I think that 
accounts for many of the bad pro¬ 
grams around.” 

Another type of writing aid 

He followed the same process when he 
wrote Punctuation and Style. He in¬ 
troduced the package at the Comdex 
trade show in Fall 1982, made im¬ 
provements based on users’ com¬ 
ments, and then began shipping it in 
March 1983. 

Holder got the idea for Punctuation 
and Style from a package produced at 
Bell Laboratories called “The Writer’s 
Workbench,” which runs on the Unix 
operating system. Like Punctuation 
and Style, Writer’s Workbench has in¬ 
dividual tools (programs) that can be 
used together or separately. He 
discovered The Writer’s Workbench 
project when reading a book called 
Software Tools (written by authors 
very familiar with the software at Bell 
Labs). The book talked about the phi¬ 
losophy of making programs separate 
entities so that they can either be used 
for different purposes, or put together 
to make a more sophisticated 
program. 

Holder gathered all the technical 
literature on The Writer’s Workbench 
and looked up related articles, ac¬ 
cumulating a stack of paper on writing 
aids that was two-feet high. After 
filtering through that, he wrote many 
experimental programs, which even¬ 
tually resulted in Punctuation and 
Style. 

The program, which sells for $125, 
has done well, but not as well as The

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Word Plus. “The reason is that it’s not 
as cut and dry as a spelling checker,” 
says Holder. “With Punctuation and 
Style, it’s more of a value judgement.” 

Punctuation and Style was much 
more complex to write. Holder says. 
The CLEANUP portion was the most 
difficult of the company’s whole series 
of tools because it has over 2,000 sepa¬ 
rate rule sets. 

Why would someone who’s not a 
writer go through all the tedious work 
involved in writing these programs? “I 
was tremendously motivated to start 
my own business and be indepen¬ 
dent,” he says. 

He does admit to liking word 
games, however. He’s been madly try¬ 
ing to win a prize by solving a puzzle 
in the magazine Fun & Games, to 
which he subscribes. “Some of them 
are close to what my programs can 
do,” he says. “However, there’s always 
a little gotcha that explodes any solu¬ 
tion I try with the computer.” 

Success wasn't easy 

Holder believes one reason his pro¬ 
grams sell is reliability, One horrible 
incident set him on this path. 

When he was selling his product for 
the first time at the small computer 
show in San Diego, a man who had 
purchased The Word came rushing in. 
He was irate, and with good reason. 
He had run The Word on a WordStar 
file and it had damaged it. 

“I was so embarrassed that I de¬ 
cided something like this wasn’t going 
to happen again,” Holder says. “From 
then on. I’ve exhaustively tested.” 

Part of Holder’s design process in¬ 
volves anticipating as many ways as 
possible that someone can make a 
mistake, and having an error message 
for it. 

“There are about seven or eight er¬ 
ror messages in The Word Plus that I 
can’t imagine anybody invoking,” he 
says. “Blit they are there just in case.” 

Another reason he thinks his prod¬ 
uct sells is value. “I put enough extra 


stuff in the programs so people are 
amazed that they got as much as they 
did, rather than being shocked at how 
little they got for so much money,” he 
says. 

A boost from a neophyte 


He initially marketed The Word 
through display advertising, word-of- 
mouth and the Byte review. Then, he 
got a big boost from an unexpected 
source. 

One night in February 1981, his 
phone rang at home. He wasn’t going 
to pick it up, but he did anyway. It was

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a man named Peter McWilliams, who 
was then a computer neophyte who 
wanted to know more about The 
Word. McWilliams bought the pro¬ 
gram, and wrote a review about it in 
Popular Computing magazine, which 
was one of the first articles 
McWilliams wrote about computers. 

“Next thing I knew,” Holder said, 
“McWilliams had written several 
books, his books were best sellers, and 
I was in every chapter.” 

Business still run on a small scale 

Holder’s company has only four em¬ 
ployees and he handles all the cus¬ 
tomer support himself. The biggest 
problems he hears have nothing to do 
with software bugs. People either 
haven’t read the manuals, or they 
don’t know anything about CP/M 
when they call, he says. 

“My favorite call,” said Holder, 
“was this man who after I answered, 
paused. ‘Wayne Holder!’ he said, T 
can’t be talking to you—you’re fa¬ 
mous!’ That was great because most 
people could care less who I am.” 

Holder also wrote all the manuals 
himself and had his wife, who’s writ¬ 
ten about a dozen romance novels, 
help with the editing. “My wife is an 
excellent speller,” he says. “She uses 
my product, but she’s the only person I 
know who really doesn’t need it. Peo¬ 
ple often brag that they don’t, but 
they’re usually wrong.” 

Because he revises his products 
often, Holder has developed an up¬ 
date policy for those who’ve already 
purchased the programs. If it’s a com¬ 
pletely new product, like The Word 
Plus was, he offers it for the difference 
in price, such as $75 to The Word 
owners. If it’s only a revision, he 
charges about $15 to update, depend¬ 
ing on how much extra items, like 
manuals, he has to ship. 

The Word Plus goes European 


His programs currently run on CP/M- 
80, CP/M-86, MS-DOS, and all PC 
compatible machines. He also has for¬ 
eign versions of The Word Plus avail¬ 
able in German, Swedish, Norwegian 
and Danish. He’s working on a French 
version, which he calls “a nightmare 
language for a spelling checker, es¬ 
pecially all the accent marks.” 

Holder plans to license more and 
more foreign versions. Kaypro has 
shipped the German and Swedish ver¬ 
sions with their machines to Europe 
already, says Holder. 

Future plans 

Holder has several software projects 
he’s currently writing. He’s working 
on an indexing program that will read 
a document and compile an index au¬ 
tomatically. They won’t be complete 
indices, but it will cut down on some of 
the work of doing it manually, he says. 

He’s also doing a video game for 
Apple computers called SunDog. It’s a 
science fiction adventure game with 
controlled graphics through use of a 
Joystick. “There’s a spaceship that can 
travel around 12 planets and 58 cities 
in seven star systems,” he said. “You 
can get in fights, dismantle your ship 
and even stop in a bar for a drink.” 

Advice for software sellers 

Holder is often asked about how to 
run a software business. “They think 
I’ve hit upon some magic secret,” he 
says. He does have a few suggestions. 

The biggest mistake a company 
makes, according to Holder, is not 
sending out their products for review. 
“Many companies I’ve called and 
asked for review copies to assure that 
our product works with theirs have 
given me the third degree and refused 
to send it,” says Holder. 

A misunderstanding of advertising 
is also a reason for failure, he says. 
Many companies spend all their cash 


on the magazine who offers the cheap¬ 
est price on space, and don’t think 
about circulation or readership. And 
they think that one ad will make the 
phones ring. “I tell people in this busi¬ 
ness that if they spend all their money 
on one ad and get little response, 
they’ll convince themselves they have 
a bad product,” he says. “I explain that 
they’ve got to plan on a period of time 
for promotion.” 

User vs. programmer 

Even though he can be considered a 
business entrepreneur, Holder still 
sees himself as a programmer. “The 
business side is something I do be¬ 
cause I have to,” he says. “But what I 
really enjoy is programming.” 

In his opinion, should a user learn 
to program? 

“Only if they find they like it,” he 
says. “Programming is evolving so that 
most users will never have to deal with 
most of the programming languages to 
use computers effectively. Most peo¬ 
ple don’t want to program. What they 
really want are adaptable products. 

“That’s why I think the concept of 
the software tool is so valuable. If you 
have a large enough collection of well- 
designed and documented tools, you 
can do everything you want to do, 
without ever having to touch program¬ 
ming.” 

The people *s favorite 

Of all the tools, the one Holder bears 
the most compliments on is WORD- 
COUNT or WC. 

“It’s funny because that’s the sim¬ 
plest program in the whole set,” says 
Holder. 

That’s comforting to hear. Since 
many of us depend heavily on 
Holder’s programs for our own work 
or play, we hope he keeps on writing 
those easy programs.

How to size up disk files^ 
and other mysteries 


by Steve McMahon 


S TAT is nearly always one of the 
first CP/M utilities encountered 
in the process of learning CP/M. 
The program’s ability to report how 
much space is left on a disk solves a 
pressing problem: it gives the CP/M 
user a way to avoid a catastrophic 
“DISK FULL” situation. 

Most CP/M users limit their use of 
the STAT utility to this vital function. 
Experienced users may know that 
STAT can do more, but few realize just 
how many things it can do. 

STAT is the CP/M statistics utility. 
Unlike any shy statistician you may 
have met, though, STAT has powers 
far beyond simply generating a report 
on the status of disks and files. STAT 
can also dramatically change the order 
of things. 

This little program can make files 
disappear from the directory, it can 
mark files or even whole disks “read 
only,” and it can even give command 
of your Kaypro to an external 
terminal.

The bare STATs 

To do all this, however, the file 
STAT.COM has to be present on a disk 
in the computer. Like many CP/M 
utilities, STAT is a file kept on disk, 
rather than an integral part of CP/M 
like the DIR and ERA commands. 
This means that just copying the CP/ 
M operating system onto a disk won’t 
automatically allow you to use STAT. 
Instead, you’ll have to use PIP or some 
other file-copying utility to copy 
STAT.COM onto the disk on which 
you intend to use it. 

Once you get STAT onto one of the 
disks in your machine, you can issue 
the command: 

A>stat 

at the CP/M “A>” prompt and STAT 
will return a disk space report of the 
variety you’ve probably already seen: 

A: R/W, Space: 48k 

informing you that there are 48 kilo¬ 
bytes (around 24 double-spaced man¬ 
uscript pages) of disk space empty on 
the current disk and that the disk can 


be both read from and written to by 
the computer (indicated by the R/W). 

If you would like to get a report on 
the other disk in the computer, you 
can just append a disk name (remem¬ 
ber the colon) to the STAT command 
line: 

A>stat b: 

which will yield a report like: 

Bytes Remaining On B: 39k 

STAT will also report how much 
room a single file or set of files occupy 
if you just put a file name on the com¬ 
mand get a report on LETTERl.MSS 
by just entering: 

A>stat letterl.mss 

or, you could get a report on a set 
of files by phrasing your request 
ambiguously: 

A>stat *.doc 

which would yield a report something 
like this:

In the command above, the “*.doc” 
stands for all files with a .DOC suffix. 
Similarly, “letter.*” could stand for all 
files with “LETTER” for the first part 
of their file name and any suffix at all 
after the period. Putting the two 
asterisks together with a disk 
designation, 

A>statb:*.* 

would ask for a report like the one 
above for every file on the B: disk. 

You can also use a question mark to 
stand for any character, so that 
“letter7.doc” could refer equally to 
LETTER1.DOC, LETTER2.DOC or 
LETTERM.DOC. 

Now, what does the above report 
tell you? The numbers with the k’s 
following them are the size of the file 
in kilobytes (1,024 character chunks). 
The column on the left is a different 
measure of the size of each file: the 
number of 128-byte sectors (or rec¬ 
ords) the file occupies. 

The “Ext” column is an interesting 
one: it indicates how many entry 
spaces, or “extents,” the file actually 
occupies in the disk directory. Small 
files only appear once in the section of 
your disk reserved for the directory; 
larger files may appear many times. A 
lot more housekeeping information is 
required for a 153k file than a 2k file. 


These multiple entries are usually 
invisible to the CP/M user: a file does 
not appear several times when you ask 
for a directory just because it takes up 
more room in the disk directory area. 
The number of extents a file occupies 
may be none-the-less worth knowing, 
because each of these extents counts 
against the maximum number of files 
you can have on a disk. Both the 
Kaypro II and the 4 will accept a max¬ 
imum of 64 directory entries per disk. 
If you ever receive an error message 
indicating you have passed the max¬ 
imum, but a count of the directory re¬ 
veals less than 64 files, you should use 
STAT to check how many extents are 
actually in use. 

STATES modest self-evaluation 

The kind of file and disk status reports 
shown above may be all that most 
readers have ever seen STAT produce. 
In STAT’s own evaluation of its ca¬ 
pabilities, though, the program 
doesn’t even deign to mention these 
functions. 

STAT will summarize all the 
different types of commands it makes 
available if you type the command 
line: 

A>stat val: 

to which STAT will reply: 

Temp R/0 Disk: d: = R/0 
Set Indicator: d:filename.typ 
$R/0 $R/W $SYS $DIR 
Disk Status : DSK: d:DSK: 

User Status : USR: 
lobyte Assign: 


CON: = TTY: CRT: BAT: UCl: 

RDR: = TTY: PTR: URl: UR2: 

PUN: = TTY: PTP: UPl: UP2: 

LST: = TTY: CRT: LPT: ULl: 

The STAT VAL: command is a use¬ 
ful one to remember because if you 
recall it, you can forget many of the 
others: most of them are summarized 
in this command report. Five different 
commands are covered here. Two of 
them, the disk and user status com¬ 
mands, are simple report requests. 
The other three commands can cause 
the state of your computer to change: 
they can set a disk or files “read-only,” 
hide files from normal directories or 
change the way the computer is con¬ 
nected to the rest of the world. 

Connecting logical and physical 
devices 

Nearly all CP/M computers (in¬ 
cluding all the Kaypros) have a sin¬ 
gle character (byte), called the 
“lOBYTE,” stored near the bottom of 
the memory which they consult to de¬ 
termine where to get their input from 
and where to send their output to. This 
byte tells CP/M how to connect its 
“logical” devices to its “physical” 
ones. 

Logical devices are the generic 
types of input and output mechanisms 
that a computer may have. Any com¬ 
puter must have a console, a keyboard 
and display used by the operator to 
control the computer. This console is 
referred to in CP/M as the CON: 
logical device. (A colon after a name 
tells you that the reference is to a de¬ 
vice.) Computers also usually have a 
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printer, a mechanism referred to in the 
abstract as the list (LST:) device. 

CP/M also allows for the 
possibility of a couple of other abstract 
mechanisms: an input-only device 
called the RDR: (for reader), and an 
output-only device called the PUN: 
(for punch). The names are left over 
from the days when nearly every small 
computer had a paper tape punch and 
reader. RDR: and PUN: are rarely 
used for this particular purpose these 
days. On the Kaypro, their main use is 
as assignments to the serial port men¬ 
tioned below. 

Physical devices are also identified 
by names ending in a colon. Physical 
devices are the actual mechanisms, 
like the Kaypro’s video display 
(CRT:) and I/O ports: the 
Centronics-style parallel port (LPT:) 
or the RS-232 serial port (TTY:) on 
the back of the Kaypro. One of the 
reasons CP/M programs can run on so 
many dilferent computers is that the 
programs can refer to generic devices 
like the LST: printer or the CON: con¬ 
sole and depend upon CP/M to match 
up these references with actual, physi¬ 
cal mechanisms. 

STAT comes into play here because 
it can temporarily change the 
lOBYTE, and thus the way that CP/M 
connects logical and physical devices 
together. Each of the logical devices 
listed in the last portion of the STAT 
VAL: report can be connected with 
any of the four physical devices listed 
after the logical device name. 

You can get a list of how your logi¬ 
cal and physical devices are connected 
at the moment by typing: 

A>stat dev: 


That list will probably look something 
like this (if anything is different it will 
probably be the last line): 

CON: is CRT: 

RDR: is TTY: 

PUN: is TTY: 

LST: is LPT: 

The STAT command that changes 
these assignments has the form: 

A>stat <logical> = <physical> 

For example, to make your serial port 
your LST: device, and thus the default 
printer, you should issue the 
command: 

A>stat 1st: = tty: 

thereby connecting the logical printer 
with the physical serial port (you’ll 
also probably need to set the serial 
baud rate and possibly solve some 
cabling problems to use this port for a 
printer). 

Another assignment change that is 
potentially useful on the Kaypro is to 
reassign the console to be the serial 
port, rather than the Kaypro’s built-in 
video screen and keyboard. This 
allows you to hook a terminal to the 
serial port (using a correctly wired 
cable), thus bypassing some of the lim¬ 
itations of a nine-inch screen with lim¬ 
ited video effects. The assignment to 
do this is: 

A>stat con: = tty: 

where TTY: is the same serial port we 
just mentioned. Most of the possible 
logical-to-physical connections on the 


Kaypro either connect to the serial 
port or are of no particular use. 

(Kaypro 10 users should note that 
only the serial printer port is affected by 
STAT and the lOBYTE. The serial port 
for modems is not installed as an 
10B YTE selection. Thus, any software 
using the modem port will have to drive 
the port directly rather than using 
CP/M. Tisapity.—Ed.) 

Assignment changes made with 
STAT will remain in effect until you 
either turn the computer off or push 
the reset button. Then you go back to 
whatever assignments the copy of 
CP/M on your disk has. You can, of 
course, change the “boot up” device 
assignments by using the CONFIG 
program. 

Marking files ‘‘read-only” 

While you can use STAT to change an 
entire disk to “read-only” status, it 
isn’t a particularly useful thing to do 
since the read-only designation is un¬ 
done by the next warm boot. You can 
probably find some uses for marking 
disk files read-only. When a file is 
marked read-only, you can’t delete it 
or write over it without first using 
STAT to change its status back to 
read/write. (PIP allows an exception 
to this: it can overwrite protected files 
if you give it an ok.) You can use this 
feature of STAT to mark system util¬ 
ities or sensitive material read-only to 
protect them from accidental erasure 
or modification by yourself or others 
using the machine. (Perfect Writer 
users should be careful not to mark 
PW.SWP read-only!) 

(Continued) 
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If you had a file named SAVE.ME 
that you wished to protect in this fash¬ 
ion, you could type: 

A>stat save.me $r/o 

Later, if SAVE.ME’s privileged sta¬ 
tus becomes annoying, you can force it 
to join the ranks of the normal, mortal 
files with the command: 


A>stat save.me $r/w 

As with other SEAT file commands, 
you can use ambiguous filenames like 
*.* in place of a single file name if you 
wish to expand the scope of your 
actions. 

Another way to protect a file would 
be to completely remove it from pry¬ 


ing eyes. You can do this to a limited 
extent by labeling a file as a “system” 
file: 

A>stat hide.me $sys 

and HIDE.ME won’t be listed in a 
normal DIR directory request. 
(HIDE.ME would still show up in a 
SEAT report with parentheses around 
its name.) Eo take the wraps off 
HIDE.ME, you could type: 

A>stat hide.me $dir 

Checking user areas 

Finally, let’s cover an ability of SEAE 
which should be of special interest to 
Kaypro 10 users: SEAE can tell you 
which user areas have files in them if 
you give it a command like: 

A>stat usr: 

SEAE’s report would look something 
like this: 

Active User: 0 
Active Files: 0 1 2 3 4 7 

indicating that you are logged into 
area 0 and that there are files in areas 
zero through four and seven.

the “Generate Mail” option. If you 
wrote your letter with WordStar, don’t 
be alarmed when the letter shows up 
on the screen, as it moves through 
Filer, with Greek or graphic charac¬ 
ters. These won’t show up on your 
printed copy. (These are side eifects of 
WordStar’s “housekeeping.”—Ed.) 

You may also want to practice a bit 
with the Organizational Data Base. 
The procedures are the same. There 
are some differences, however. The 


ODB uses the first 4 characters, 
including blank spaces if any, of the 
Organization’s name to locate a 
specific record. Also note that, unlike 
the Individual Member Data Base, the 
ODB does not recognize the tag 
<name>. Instead, it uses the tag 
< contact person >. Be sure your form 
letter uses this tag or else you’ll end up 
with letters addressed to Dear Person. 

Be gentle with yourself as you work 
with Perfect Filer. Even working with 


the predesigned data bases is an exact¬ 
ing process, subject to many errors. 
The key is patience. Be willing to walk 
away from your Kaypro for a cup of 
coffee, a walk around the block, or 
even a full nights sleep. 

If neither of the predesigned data 
bases will work for you, you will need 
to use Create to build your own. Next 
issue, we’ll discuss the methods and 
pitfalls involved with designing your 
own data base using Perfect Filer. □ 


HOW TO CREATE PERFECT FILER 
WORKING DISKETTES 


P erfect Filer comes with both an 
Indivi(iual Member Data Base 
(IMDB) and an Organizational 
Data Base (ODB). These are pre¬ 
designed formats, complete with a 
data record, list format and several 
printer forms. 

These data bases are included so 
that you can begin to organize your 
affairs (romantic ones too if you like) 
right away. 

In order to use these data bases on 
the Kaypro 2 and 4, however, “work¬ 
ing” diskettes need to be made. To 
make working diskettes, you need 
working copies (notched diskettes 
without the write-protect tab) of Per¬ 
fect Filer, Perfect Writer Installation, 
GP/M, and two blank, formatted disk¬ 
ettes. The Individual Member Data 
Base is on the Perfect Filer diskette 
and the Organizational Data Base 
comes on the Perfect Writer Installa¬ 
tion diskette. 

Working diskettes for Perfect Filer 
are made by copying the 15 files for 
data storage and reporting to the new 
disk, using the PIP utility of CP/M. 

Put your working CP/M in drive A 
and reset your computer. At the A>, 
type; PIP and press <Rtn>. The screen 


will display an asterisk. Replace the 
CP/M diskette with the working copy 
of Perfect Filer. Put a blank, formatted 
diskette in drive B. 

At the asterisk, type in any one of 
the following 15 files listed below, and 
press <Rtn>. If another asterisk ap¬ 
pears, the copy procedure was success¬ 
ful and you may continue. If you re¬ 
ceive an error message, the procedure 
failed. The most likely causes of errors 
are a confusion between drives, use of 
a semicolon instead of a colon, or mis¬ 
takes in the filename. If any of these 
occur, simply press <Rtn> until an as¬ 
terisk appears and try, try again. 

By the way, the [OV] at the end of 
each filename tells PIP to be sure that 
there is an end-of-file marker, and 
to verify that the copy it made is 
accurate. 

When the copy is complete, label 
the diskette immediately. Leaving the 
labeling procedure till later is a dan¬ 
gerous practice. It’s also a good idea to 
add a large B to the label since it will 
always be used in the B drive. Use the 
same procedure to copy the same files 
from the Perfect Writer Installation 
disk onto the other blank diskette and 
label accordingly. 


You now have the two data bases 
on two different diskettes. To use Per¬ 
fect Filer, simply insert a working 
diskette of Filer in drive A, and either 
of the two data base diskettes in drive 
B. And away you go. Note: the reason 
you can't put both data bases on the 
same diskette is that Filer cannot tell 
the difference between them. It will get 
confused as to which data belongs to 
which data base. 

If you’re using a Kaypro 10, you 
will find the predesigned data bases 
listed in the Master Menu.

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Understanding 
S-BASIC ctata files 

An introduction to data files 
for the occasional programmer.

Editor's note: This issue marks the 
beginning of our coverage of the 
S-BASIC programming language. 
This article is aimed at those readers 
who have some experience with pro¬ 
gramming and CP/M, but are still 
having problems with S-BASIC. There 
are, apparently, quite a few of you. 
Space limitations have forced us to cut 
this article short; next issue's continua¬ 
tion will be larger as a result. Next issue 
will also have a more introductory arti¬ 
cle on S-BASIC for the '"average" 
reader. 

D ata files. S-BASIC. Three words 
guaranteed to strike terror into 
the heart of your average 
Kaypro owner. Why is this? Why is 
S-BASIC, designed to be simple and 
straight-forward to use, so in¬ 
comprehensible and awkward in 
practice? 

That question is best answered by 
an examination of the S-BASIC man¬ 
ual. Originally written by an expert in 
the language as a reference manual for 
experts in other programming lan¬ 
guages, and then rewritten by non¬ 
programmers, the manual is tough 
going at best. And while virtually 
every section could stand a major re¬ 
write by someone who happens to be 
both a brilliant writer and an expert in 
S-BASIC, the section on files is par¬ 
ticularly nasty. In the space of the less 
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than twenty pages “covering” the file 
handling capabilities of S-BASIC, 
even veteran programmers familiar 
with MBASIC can get lost and 
confused. 

Yet, despite all the confusion and 
the evidence to the contrary, S-BASIC 
can be an easy language to learn and 
to use. (I wouldn’t recommend it as a 
first programming language, but that’s 
a subject for another article). It is 
straight-forward in design, and once 
you decipher the clues left in the man¬ 
ual, not hard to handle. 

Similarly, file handling isn’t intrin¬ 
sically a difficult topic. Most of the 
problems that people have with S- 
BASIC and data files stem from the 
mistaken assumption that all BASICs 
use files in the same manner. Not so! 
BASIC-80 (from Microsoft) is the in- 
terpreter commonly known as 
“MBASIC”, and the way it handles 
data files isn’t the same as the way 
CBASIC (from the folks at Digital Re¬ 
search) handles them. Properly de¬ 
signed S-BASIC programs can use any 
data file, but again the rules aren’t 
quite the same as expected if your only 
experience is with another brand of 
BASIC. This series will examine the 
areas where these three BASICs differ, 
as well as the topics common to all 
BASIC file handling. 

Having said all that, and assuming 
the reader has some familiarity with 
programming and CP/M, let’s get 
down to business. 


What is a data file? 

Simply put: a data file is Just like any 
other CP/M file, a collection of data 
on disk. Notice that we haven’t put 
any limits on what form the data is in- 
only that it exists as a CP/M file. As 
mentioned above, MBASIC and 
CBASIC will impose a certain order 
on their handling of data files, but as 
far as S-BASIC and CP/M are con¬ 
cerned, a file is a file. What you put 
into the file if your business. 

Traditionally, of course, there are 
two types of files: text and binary. Text 
files use ASCII —the American 
Standard Code for Information 
Interchange—and are generally well- 
behaved. ASCII, for newcomers, is a 
code that represents the various text 
and formatting characters by using 
bytes having values from zero to 127. 
In practice, this means that the ASCII 
set only uses seven of the eight bits in 
every byte, and by convention, the 
bytes in an ASCII file always have the 
highest bit set to zero. 

If you want to use all eight bits of 
each byte, then you are really talking 
about a “binary” file. A simple exam¬ 
ple of a program using binary files as 
data is the S-BASIC compiler itself. As 
part of the process of compiling a 
program, two binary files 
(BASICLIB.REL and USER- 
LIB.REL) hold the templates for the 
various routines included in the gener¬ 
ated .COM file.

One of the prime motivations for 
using binary files is the savings in file 
storage. For example, saving the infor¬ 
mation “12345” as a string will cost 
you six bytes: five characters plus the 
delimiting character. If you save the 
same information in the form of a bin¬ 
ary integer, you have only used two 
bytes. Multiply this difference by ten 
thousand widgets that you’re keeping 
tabs on with your data base and you’ll 
begin to see the savings. 

Please note that the differences be¬ 
tween binary and text files are almost 
all concerned with how you put the in¬ 
formation into the file and get it out 
again. There are only a few points 
where the differences affect how CP/ 
M will treat a file. 

No matter what type of data you 
have in your file, there is a way for S- 
B ASIC to handle it. Indeed, quite a bit 
of data file programming has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the actual infor¬ 
mation stored but rather with the ma¬ 
nipulation of files and the CP/M 
directory. 


Examples of file handling 

The S-BASIC keywords that relate to 
data files can be divided into two 
classes: those that deal with file han¬ 
dling, and those that deal with the de¬ 
tails of getting data into and out of 
files. The latter category will be dealt 
with next time, and contains words 
like FILES, OPEN and READ. 

The first class of words we 
mentioned are fairly easy to get the 
hang of, if only because they perform 
functions similar to the normal oper- 
atins of CP/M. For example, the 
INITIALIZE statement performs 
some of the same functions as warm 
booting with the Control-C pair at the 
CP/M prompt. (To be specific, it resets 
the disk system.) 

The first example program shown is 
quite similar to the REN command in¬ 
herent in CP/M. Two string variables 
are declared —for some reason. 


declaring variables always seems to be 
a problem for MBASIC users learning 
S-BASIC—and the answers given by 
the operator are fed to the RENAME 
statement. What could be simpler? 

Small is beautiful. And faster 
too. 

As a small digression, it is a verjy good 
idea when learning a new program¬ 
ming language to proceed in small 
steps, trying out each new idea or 
statement type in midget programs 
like the ones shown. The advantages 
are many and should be obvious. By 
keeping things small, you are limiting 
the amount of effort in tracking down 
typos and logic errors. Another 
advantage of small programs is time: 
it takes proportionally longer for a 
bigger program to compile. Why wait 
ten minutes for the compiler to tell 
you that you misspelled something on 
line 200? 

There is one surprise lurking in that 
simple first listing. Careful readers of 
the CP/M documentation will recall 
that proper filenames use only upper¬ 
case letters. When you are entering 
characters at the CP/M prompt this 
isn’t something to be concerned about, 
because the CCP module that handles 
keyboard entries automatically con¬ 
verts your input to upper-case. Of 
course, once you’re inside an S-BASIC 
program you don’t have the CCP 
manhandling your input and this is as 
it should be. However, this means that 
unless you perform upper-case con¬ 
version yourself, the program in List¬ 
ing 1 will quite happily rename files to 
lower-case names. This in itself isn’t 
unusual; MBASIC and various other 
software packages allow the creation 
of these lower forms of life as well. 
The problems arise when you try to 
access your file named “address.dat” 
from WordStar or CP/M. Every time 
you enter “address.dat”, CP/M will 
convert it to “ADDRESS.DAT” for 
you. Not a calamity, but something to 
be aware of 


With the simplicity of these exam¬ 
ples, it shouldn’t be difficult to figure 
out the purpose of the SIZE function 
used in Listing 2. This small program 
performs the job that is the most com¬ 
mon request of STAT: “How much 
space do I have left?” Note that 
because we are calculating the amount 
of free space from the amount of space 
already used, this program will re¬ 
quire a slight modification to give the 
right answers on a Kaypro II single¬ 
sided disk. See the remark in the 
listing. 

(A note for the curious. The first 
version of the SPACE program used 
the S-BASIC intrinsic function called 
FRE. To recap the manual, when 
called with a non-zero argument, FRE 
is supposed to return the amount of 
storage used on disk by checking the 
CP/M bitmap. In contrast, checking 
the disk directory is the method used 
in the example. As to why the faster 
FRE() wasn’t used, the answer is left, 
as they say, as an exercise for the 
reader.) 


How big is zero k? 

The last listing is a demonstration that 
it is quite possible to fool CP/M. In a 
fashion quite similar to the old 
hacker’s trick of SAVEing an empty 
file, this program creates a directory 
entry for the file name that you give it. 
(All the conversation above about 
upper- and lower-case file names ap¬ 
plies here as well.) It is quite possible 
for a directory entry to exist for a file 
without there being any space taken 
up by the file. A name without 
substance. This trick is often used to 
put notes concerning the contents of a 
diskette into the directory so that a 
DIR of the disk will allow you to see 
“-Volume.027” along with the files. 

Of course, the real reason that you 
create a file is to prepare for writing 
data to disk ... but that’s next issue’s 
topic. □

point manually enter the desired roman 
numeral If you want to have the hy¬ 
phens that normally fence page num¬ 
bers, you will have to enter those 
manually along with the alphabetic 
characters for the roman numerals. 
After entering the necessary informa¬ 
tion for that page enter a Ctrl-Z to indi¬ 
cate that formatting may resume. If you 
make an error, delete all the characters 
from the line using Ctrl-X and try 
again. 

When my wife was preparing her 
final draft, she casually informed me 
that the archivist at UCLA would not 
accept her thesis if the page numbers 
were fenced with hyphens. I nearly tore 
my hair out at that point. No one, in¬ 
cluding the 'factory trained'' staff per¬ 
son at my Kaypro outlet knew how to 
solve this problem. Finally, after poring 
over the Perfect Writer manual, and 
some experimentation, I found a 
method that works: 

@PA GEFOOTING(center= 
"@VALUE,page.") 

This command produces normal pagi¬ 
nation but without the hyphens. 

The limitation of having to format a 
lengthy manuscript one file at a time, 
and then entering Perfect Writer again 
and again for each subsequent file to 
add the correct @SET(PAGE= n), 
then formatting that file before being 
able to set the page in the next file is 
very time consuming. But it is less time 
consuming than having to proofread a 
typist's copy for the errors the human 
driven "printer" inevitably makes. It 
can also be very frustrating when the 
next to last page of a chapter appears on 
the printer with the last section title on 
the bottom line necessitating re-enter¬ 
ing that file through Perfect Writer to 
add a "newpage" command and then 
reformatting the entire file again. At 
least we can be thankful that Perfect 
Writer allows us the option of beginning 
printing at the page of our choice. 

As for the issue of chapter or rather 
file length, I have found that there are 


two limiting factors. The first is the in¬ 
creasing amount of time spent waiting 
during "save to disk"procedures that is 
required when a file becomes lengthy. 
The second is the impossibility of mov¬ 
ing chunks of text between files that are 
both longer than about 25k. The swap 
file becomes overloaded, the screen 
locks up (which can be freed with Ctrl- 
G), and then you find only part of the 
text has been properly transferred. Per¬ 
haps there is a way around this limita¬ 
tion, but I found that 25k was a safe 
limit on file size in dealing with this 
problem. 

At one point before having learned 
this lesson, I ended up with a man¬ 
uscript file of about 36k. As I remem¬ 
ber, trying to split this into separate files 
proved to be quite difficult. I tried to do 
this using the two screen command, 
then moving about half the original file 
to the newly created file using the copy 
and move commands (ESC-space bar, 
ESC-W), and then saving this new file. 
For some reason this overloaded the 
swap file. Now I understand that there 
is a command to write a region of a file 
to disk that is not documented in the 
text of the Perfect Writer manual or on 
the summary card, but which is listed in 
the FUNCTS. TXT file which begins on 
p. A-43 of the manual. Thus any section 
of a file can be written to disk using 
ESC-space bar to make the beginning 
of the region; moving the cursor to the 
end of the region entering Ctrl-X, re¬ 
leasing the Ctrl key and entering "R;" 
then give the disk and a new file name 
when the "Write Region to File<CR>:" 
message appears. 

In fact, the FUNCTS. TXT makes 
very worthwhile reading, especially if 
you take some time to experiment with 
the commands whose "descriptions"are 
less than self-explanatory. 

Good luck, and if anyone knows a 
way to consistently ensure two spaces 
after a period (other than the impossibly 
laborious @ W<space-space>) and 
only one after abbreviations, I would 
appreciate knowing it. Perfect Writer 
seems to have a mind of its own when it 


comes to spaces after periods. If this is a 
program bug, it sure is a frustrating 
one.

As an editor, I like that letter a lot.

Leeds refrains from categorical pro¬ 
nouncements about bugs and soft¬ 
ware. What I like best about the letter, 
though, is the spirit of experimenta¬ 
tion and curiosity expressed. 

Homer Groening of Portland, Oregon 
was more consise: 

If Chapter 1 has 40 pages, format Chap¬ 
ter 2 like this: 

@SET(page 40) 

@SET(chapter 1) 

Your second chapter will then be 
printed "Chapter 2" and the page will 
be 41. 

I hate to say that it took me a month 
to figure that out. A dealer even told me 
that Perfect Writer won't number pages 
except when you let it start with 1. 

Why don't you do a piece on "How 
can an imperfect writer write good?" 

After the third or fourth day of let¬ 
ters I began to realize that there are a 
lot of Kaypro users out there putting 
Perfect Writer through its paces, and 
that some of those users are pretty 
sharp. 

Most of the letters were written in 
the same tone as the first letter from 
Dr. Leeds: a user of Perfect Writer 
who has learned something not re¬ 
lated in the documentation and wants 
to share his (or her) knowledge.

M y personal approach to using a 
computer’s software is one of 
separation. I believe all the 
programs that I use should be together 
in one place, and all of the projects 
that I do with the programs sould be 
someplace else. 

With the two-floppy systems that 
preceded the Kaypro 10, this philoso¬ 
phy meant that I’d have a “program” 
disk in the A drive, and one of several 
“object” disks in the B drive, depend¬ 
ing on what project I was working on 
at the moment. My object disks each 
contained one subject: finances, corre¬ 
spondence, fiction; or one project: a 
program under development, a man¬ 
ual or article in preparation or 
finished, or data files for a particular 
data base. Each disk would be labelled 
appropriately. 

But even the 400K floppy in my 
Kaypro 4 was not large enough for 
everything I wanted on my program 
disk, so in reality I had two or three. 
On the other hand, individual projects 
rarely took up an entire disk, so I’d 
usually have two or three on a single

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object disk. I always work logged on to 
drive A, and almost always include B: 
in the name of any file I specify as ob¬ 
ject. (Incidentally, I make sure that all 
of my project disks include bootable 
system tracks, and I put PIP file on 
each, to aid in backing up data.) 

My program disk would ideally 
contain all the CP/M utilities (STAT, 
PIP, etc.); all the editors (ED, Perfect 
Writer, WordStar); all the program

compilers (ASM, BSCBAS, C, PAS¬ 
CAL, etc.); and all my universally 
used programs and files (MBAS, 
MBASIC, PRO, FF, TW, etc.). As was 
indicated, all this won’t fit on a single 
disk, but the principle is clear. I rarely 
change the program disk, because I’ve 
managed to trim down the most essen¬ 
tial stuff to one disk which I use most 


and usually any collection of 
significant files will fill up the disk 
storage space before the directory is 
full. A directory of the entire disk will 
fit on the CRT screen, and the practice 
of keeping similar projects on the 
same disk tends to make all the entries 
related, or at least appearing in 
groups. 
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On the Kaypro 10, the ten mega¬ 
byte disk is equivalent to a number of 
floppies so substantial that backups 
can be lengthy and expensive. But the 
ability to have really big files is a bless¬ 
ing. Such files are not uncommon in 
data base operations and program de¬ 
velopment, and are often bigger than 
would fit on a single floppy. 

If the user were to follow the my 
separation scheme, all the programs 
would go on the A drive, and occupy a 
paltry fraction of it; the projects would 
go on the B drive, and soon the B di¬ 
rectory would be so huge as to require 
multiple pages of CRT image. 
However, use of CP/M’s system of 
“user areas” on both A and B drives 
allows files to be separated into small 
and meaningful groups. 


into user 15, for example, you must be 
logged into user space 15, then enter 
the command line 

PIP A: = A:filename.ext[G4] 

The bracketed G4 at the end tells PIP 
to “Get” the source file from user 
area 4. 

Because of the way the CCP (Con¬ 
sole Command Processor) works, it’s 
not necessary that PIP.COM itself be 
in the current user area (true for 
Kaypro 10, but not for all CP/M 
systems). The command line given in 
the preceding paragraph will work if 
PIP.COM is either in the user 0 space, 
in the current user space, or both. The 
CCP looks in user space 0 if the pro¬ 
gram requested in the command line 
can’t be found in the current area. 


MBAS in its project area, say user 
space 5. You will create a version of 
MBAS.COM in user space 5 that’s 
(newer and more powerful, or acci¬ 
dentally broken, or ...) different from 
the version that you stashed in user 0. 
From user space 5, if you invoke the 
program by entering MBAS at the 
prompt, won't know which version 
of the program you'll get, because 
there’s no control over the order of en¬ 
tries in the directory. 

Generally, however, this feature of 
the CCP is a great boon to the separat¬ 
ist. All of the system software goes in 
user 0, and the other user areas are 
used for projects. And the disk is so 
big, it’s not much of a burden to put 
most of the system files in the user 0 
space on both drives A and B. All 
that’s required then is to avoid creat- 


What to do with 32 “disks” 


It seems a bit ridiculous 
to keep thirty-two files around 
when onfy two are needed. 


Instead of changing floppy disks, the 
Kaypro 10 initiate moves to another 
user area for each of his applications. 
The CP/M prompt on the Kaypro 10 
includes the number 0 as well as the A 
that indicates the logged drive. The 
number 0 is the current user number, 
and can be changed to any number 
from 0 to 15 by using the USER x com¬ 
mand, where x is the desired user 
number. Thus, the directory on drive 
A can be “sorted” into 16 sections, 
each appropriate to a particular ap¬ 
plication. User areas can be treated 
very much as would be physically sep- 
arate floppy disks. With drive B 
included, there are 32 such user areas 
on the Kaypro 10. 

This solves the need for separation, 
but introduces a new problem—how 
does one access files in user areas other 
than the current one? 

PIP is okay^watch out with 
the CCP 

PIP is the program used to move files 
from disk to disk, or from user area to 
user area. To copy a file from user 4 


Reread that last sentence, and be 
warned that although it sounds good, 
that’s just the way it looks from the 
outside. What really happens is that 
the CCP uses whatever it finds first. So 
if there’s a copy of PIP in the current 
user area, and a copy of PIP in user 0, 
the one that’s used will be whichever 
one has its entry first in the directory 
on the disk, which is built as entries 
are added over time, paying no atten¬ 
tion to user areas. For PIP (in fact, for 
most programs) this is probably no big 
deal. 

But suppose you’re developing an 
important program that you intend to 
use frequently, and you get it to some 
level that’s acceptable temporarily. 
Being a separatist, and wanting to 
have access to the program (for the 
sake of example, let’s call it 
MBAS.COM) from every user area, 
you move it into the user 0 space. Then 
suppose you continue to develop 


ing .COM files in individual user areas 
with the same names as in user 0. 

The resulting problem comes not 
from separatist practices, but from 
CP/M itself. The CCP is “nice” and 
will give you what you ask for, either 
from user 0 or from the current user 
area. However, when a program in 
progress calls on the CP/M BDOS 
(Basic Disk Operating System) to 
open a file, it will only access a file in 
the current user area. If there is a file 
with the same name on user 0, it re¬ 
mains sacrosanct and unaccessed. 

To give a specific example, 
WordStar (named WS.COM) requires 
the use of two overlay files, 
WSOVLYl.OVR and 
WSMSGS.OVR. The first of these is a 
series of program overlays that per¬ 
form various editing functions, col¬ 
lected into this separate file to keep 
WS.COM small, so that more memory

can be used for the file being edited. 
Similarly, the second overlay file con¬ 
tains all the text (menus and other 
messages) that is never needed in 
memory, only on the screen. WordStar 
accesses these overlay files via the 
BDOS, and consequently they must 
be in the current user area, or Word¬ 
Star can’t find them, and so will not 
work correctly. Thus, while WS.COM 
could be located in user 0, and called 
from any other area on the disk, copies 
of the two overlay files would have to 
be located in every user area from 
which WS.COM might be called. 

A solution for WordStar 

I’m particularly fond of WordStar. 
This is a condition resulting from fa¬ 
miliarity, and I may in time establish a 
similar relationship with Perfect 
Writer. But for the moment, I use 
WordStar for letters, articles, pro¬ 
gramming, manuals, consulting re¬ 
ports, and so on. I want WordStar to 
be there when I ask for it. Keeping 
WS.COM in user 0 is part of the an¬ 
swer. Keeping the two .OVR files in 
every user area is ordinarily the only 
other part of the answer. 

However, it seems a bit ridiculous 
to me to keep thirty-two files around 
when only two are needed. If only 
WordStar could find them on user 0. 
Or if only they could be moved to my 
current space automatically when I in¬ 
voked WordStar. I chose the latter so¬ 
lution, since I could do it without 
modifying WordStar itself. The pro¬ 
gram that does the work for me (see 
the program listing) is W.COM, which 
is stored in user 0. 


About disks and directories 

In the directory, the two .OVR files are 
each represented (as is every other file 
on the disk) by an entry consisting of 
thirty-two bytes. The first byte 
indicates the user area to which the file 
is assigned, or is set to a hexadecimal 


value E5 to indicate that the file has 
been deleted and the entry space is 
available for other use. The second 
through twelfth bytes contain the file¬ 
name (up to eight bytes, padded with 
spaces) and the extension (the other 
three bytes, also padded with spaces). 
The last four of the first sixteen bytes 
contain fiags and counters relating to 
the file size and the existence of addi¬ 


tional entries (required for very large 
files). The final sixteen bytes contain a 
list of the “blocks” assigned to the file. 
Figure 1 shows an excerpt from the 
Kaypro 10 directory, with four entries 
included. 

A block is the minimum storage 
space assignable to a file stored on the 
disk, and on the Kaypro 10 is 32 rec-

ords of 128 bytes each, or 4K. You will 
notice the effect of this block structure 
in the output from STAT *.*. All the 
file sizes are multiples of 4K. (On 
floppy disks, CP/M is usually 
configured so a block is 2K long, and 
sometimes even IK.) The blocks are 
numbered from zero to the last one 
that will fit on the disk. The directory 
occupies the first few blocks, depend¬ 
ing on how many directory entries are 
configured. On the Kaypro 10, the first 
eight blocks are directory, allowing 
1024 directory entries. 

The second sixteen bytes in the di¬ 
rectory give a list of the blocks as¬ 
signed to the file. In the Kaypro 10, 
each block takes two bytes to identify, 
since the disk is big enough that more 
than 256 blocks are on the disk. Con¬ 
sequently, each directory entry can 
point to eight blocks, defining a file of 
up to 32K. For files bigger than this, 
additional directory entries are re¬ 
quired, each allowing eight more 
blocks to be added to the list. 


How the program works 

Once the directory entry is under¬ 
stood, the program is simple. All the 
program does is to examine every di¬ 
rectory entry. When one is found that 
is not deleted and matches the name 
WSOVLYl.OVR or WSMSGS.OVR, 
its first byte is changed to match the 
number of the current user area, and 
the entry is rewritten to the disk. Once 
this is done, a portion of the program 
is moved to location hex COOO (to be 
out of the way), and it loads the 
WS.COM file (from user 0), and trans¬ 
fers control to it. Any filename spec¬ 
ified on the command line is passed 
along to WordStar and handled 
correctly. 

On examination of the program, if 
you’ve done work in assembly lan¬ 
guage, you may find some things a bit 
j out of the ordinary. The most promi¬ 


nent of these is the program’s calls di¬ 
rectory to the various disk-handling 
routines in the BIOS (Basic Input/ 
Output System). This is generally ver- 
boten, but is the only access to the di¬ 
rectory by which it can be written (not 
strictly true, of course, but a good ap¬ 
proximation). Usually disk access is 
via the BDOS, but this only allows ac¬ 
cess to files, and the directory is not a 
file. 

To complicate matters slightly, 
these BIOS calls return 128-byte rec¬ 
ords, each of which contains four di¬ 
rectory entries. Each of the entries 
must be examined and checked, and if 
any of them is modified, only then is 
the record written back to the disk. 
The program contains three nested 
loops, the outermost being for the disk 
tracks from 4 to 7, the next being for 
the sectors from 0 to 67, and the inner¬ 
most being for the entries in each sec¬ 
tor, from 0 to 3. At the inmost level, 
you might construe another loop, 
since a check is made for each of two 
names, but this has been written as 
simple in-line code. The structure of 
the program is made more clear, per¬ 
haps, by an examination of the 
pseudo-code for the program pre¬ 
sented in Fig. 2. 

It might seem that this search 
through an entire directory, with re¬ 
writes of a few portions of it, would 
take a long time. The hard disk and 
Kaypro lO’s Z-80A are sufficiently fast 
that it is not any problem, and the re¬ 
sponse time until you can begin edit¬ 
ing is only a few seconds longer than 
direct invocation of WordStar itself. 

Once the files have been “moved” 
to the current user area, the program 
changes the current user (temporarily) 
to user 0, and loads WS.COM into the 
TPA (Transient Program Area, loca¬ 
tions hex 100 and up), and transfers 
control to it. You are now in WordStar;

area. Just leave them be, they will be 
moved to wherever needed on your 
next use of WordStar. Note that it’s 
important, before your first use of this 
program, to delete every copy of the 
two .OVR files from every user except 
0 on the disk. The program is pretty 
dumb about multiple copies, and will 
move them all into your current area, 
something to be avoided. 


How to use it 

First, you need to enter the program 
into a file on some user area (you may 
omit comments, if you wish, to reduce 
the typing burden) using WordStar the 
old-fashioned way. The file should be 
named W.ASM. Then assemble the 
file with ASM W, and then load it 
(create a .COM file) with LOAD W. 
Put the W.COM file you just generated 
into user 0. Then invoke it by typing 
“W filename.ext” at the command line 
in any user area (after clearing any 
multiple copies of the .OVR files, see 
the previous paragraph). Everything 
will be familiar to you, but you will not 
have to worry anymore about where 
you are, or where WordStar is, when 
you want to use it. □

cash coming in, you have new prod¬ 
ucts in the pipe, a few suppliers are 
bugging you for payment but you’ve 
got a new product coming down the 
pipe (all companies do) so they can 
wait a little while. 

Already Broke 

In reality, however, you are already 
broke, insolvent, done for. It’s very 
possible that orders placed today 
won’t be shipped for months. 

You may go on for a while but that 
feeling that something is nibbling at 
your heels is probably closer to the 
truth than you realize. You are being 
eaten by your own creation, your own 
business. 

Finally, someone will say “enough.” 
The bankcard people may stop letting 
you take Visa/MasterCard orders 
because they are tired of all the com¬ 
plaints from card holders. The IRS 
may refuse to wait to receive the em- 
ployee withholding taxes. The 
printers, the big magazines, or the disk 
manufacturers may take legal action. 
At that point there will be little left 
even for the buzzards. 

What’s the Point? 

Selling Pascal or any other software 
package for $29.95 obviously isn’t 
trivial, especially if your product is a 
success. 

So, you’ll have to have competent 
financial help if you want to make it 
big. Spend some time really working 
out your real costs and see if your price 
is realistic (JRT Pascal version 4 is now

I have some not-too-earthshaking com¬ 
ments for people like Marcia King, who 
occasionally must deal with large text 
files using Perfect Writer and Perfect 
Formatter. Your answer to Marcia rec¬ 
ommending ''breaking up'' or segment¬ 
ing her file is clearly the only approach 
if the file length really exceeds the disk 
capacity (192k), but I suspect that many 
users begin segmenting their files (due 
to apparent disk capacity limitations) 
prematurely and that the following pro¬ 
cedure or a similar one would allow 
them to accommodate files that are 
nearly twice the size. 

When editing a file, most of us have 
the PW software (including PW.SWP) 
all on one disk drive, and the text file by 
itself on the other drive. The limitation 
arises when we Perfect Format the file 
to the same disk that contains the origi¬ 
nal text file.. . the usual procedure. In 
this case, the space available is cut in 
half because the one disk must hold 
both the text file and the .FIN file. 

An alternative approach could be 
implemented through the following 
steps: 

1. Pip PF.COM and PFDAT onto a 
blank disk. This disk will ultimately 
run, say, on Drive A. 

2. On the same disk create a small 
"master file," MASTER.FIL, using 
Perfect Writer in the normal way. 
MASTER.FIL contains nothing more 
than one or more "@INCLUDE" 
statements where each filename is refer¬ 
enced to Drive B. (E.g., "@INCLUDE 
B:FILE. TXT" where FILE. TXT is the 
large text file we wish to format.) This 
disk also contains roughly 150k of 
blank space in which the .FIN file will 
be received. 

3. Now, with the disk containing 
PF.COMandMASTER.FIL in A: and 
the disk with the text file, FILE.fXT, 
in B:, and with A: selected as the CP/M 
default drive, enter the command, "PF 
MASTER.FIL" after the CP/M 
prompt A >. 

Perfect Formatter will be loaded from 


A: and will format the small file 
MASTER.FIL, which, in turn, 
"@INCLUDES" the large text file lo¬ 
cated on B:. The ".FIN"file ends up on 
A:, separate from the original text file 
on B:. Much larger files can be format¬ 
ted due to this separation. 

Concerning the problem of page 
numbering, as you recommended. Per¬ 
fect Formatter will display the proper 
page numbers as it formats and will 
even account for skipping pages or 
other breaks in the numbering scheme 
caused by embedded "@SET" com¬ 
mands, etc. 

The problem is (unless recently cor¬ 
rected) that Perfect Formatter returns 
to the Menu immediately after finishing 
the formatting; and that if you want to 
know what the last page number is you 
either have to sit and watch the Format¬ 
ter work or you have to print or list the 
last page to see how it's numbered. The 
same is true for chapter and section 
numbers. This is particularly annoying 
for large files that take more formatting 
time. There is a nifty way around this. 

Make the following two lines the last 
two lines in your text file: 

@MESSAGE(Type Ctrl-Z to 
continue) 

@INCLUDE(CON:) 

The effect of these commands is to halt 
the formatting process and await a 
dummy input from the console. Ctrl-Z 
causes the formatting to resume (in this 
case that means formatting any Table of 
Contents and/or Index and then 
returning to the Menu), but not until 
you're back from your coffee break and 
have had a change to see the page num¬ 
bering (and error messages) produced 
by Perfect Formatter. 

And there's more. Once the ending 
page number on the first segment is 
known, you can use the following for¬ 
matting commands at the beginning of 
the next segment of your document to 
"@SET" the page number rather than 
going through the time-consuming pro¬ 
cess of editing the next segment. 


"@MESSAGE (Whatpage should 
I start numbering at? Your answer 
should take the form of "@set 
[page = nn]" followed by Ctrl-Z where 
nn is the desired page number minus 1)" 

@INCLUDE(CON:)" 

In other words, you can actually in¬ 
sert the "@SET" command at format¬ 
ting time. This is especially helpful if 
you have to go through several format¬ 
ting sessions on the file. 

Hopefully, these two applications of 
known formatting commands, while not 
solving the page and section numbering 
problems inherent in segmenting a 
large file, will make the process easier 
to handle.

Several people (including Alexis Gilli¬ 
land who drew the cartoon elsewhere 
in this issue,) wrote in to mention that 
you can link your chapters together 
with the ©INCLUDE command. 
Certainly true, but there remains the 
problem that the amount of text Per¬ 
fect Writer can handle is directly re¬ 
lated to the size of the swap file. That 
is, if you have a 64k swap file and start 
stringing files together using the @- 
INCLUDE, you will find things work 
(if slowly) until the total storage of the 
files linked comes close to 64k. (In ad¬ 
dition to text, the swap file contains 
pointers and other housekeeping vari¬ 
ables that take up a fraction of the 
available space.) Of course, this isn’t a 
major problem on the Kaypro 10 
where you have a swap file that is a 
quarter Megabyte(!) in size. 

The problem with the Kaypro 10 
setup is that you need a program like 
Mark Gardner’s WSGET (see page 68 
of this issue) to move the swap file 
from user area to user area, otherwise 
you wind up with over 200k of storage 
wasted in each user area. A Kaypro 
lO’s hard disk may seem large, but it 
would only take the use of Perfect

Still stimulaed by the article in your 
first issue on reconfiguring the numeric 
keypad and trying to learn how the ma¬ 
chine works (with some success), I have 
come up with adiscovery that no doubt 
is not unique to me, but may be of some 
interest to other readers who have Per¬ 
fect Writer. The result is that you can 
save, at least for some functions, two or 
three keystrokes. 

Although there are indeed 128 deci¬ 
mals to denote the ASCII characters, 
as you clearly show in the article. Per¬ 
fect Writer uses 383 (many ‘‘unknown 
commands”), as I discovered in persu¬ 
ing the FUNCTS.TXTfile, which is 
also in Appendix A of the manual. It 
occurred to me the program must use 
these codes, which indeed it does. This 
means the numeric keypad can utilize 
code numbers up to 255 or FF hex. Un¬ 
fortunately, some of the “goodies” like 
Ctrl-X, Ctrl-S, to save a file are beyond 
that number, but there are some that I 
use frequently that are within range. 
For instance, to display the beginning of 
the buffer requires <ESC>, then 
<SHIFT>, then ‘<—three keystrokes. 
In the function list, this command is 188 
or ^BC hex. BE hex takes you to the 
end of the buffer. 

Thus, my suggestion is to search the 
functions list, from 128 to 255 for any 
that you would like to put in the nu¬ 
meric keypad. There are plenty of two- 
stroke commands and four other three- 
stroke commands, including <ESC>, 
Ctrl-K to kill a line. 

I hope this will be helpful to some 
readers. I am now awaiting an article on 
how to reconfigure the main keyboard.

It has developed that “Reconfiguring 
Your Numeric Keypad” is tied with 
Steve McMahon’s “On the Move with 
PIP” for the honor of ali-time favorite 
PROFILES article. Due to over- 
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whelming demand, we have managed 
to run out of both of the back issues 
that contained these pieces. This issue 
we have reprinted Ezra’s article to 
help folks out. 

The reason that everyone finds it 
easy to translate the numeric and cur¬ 
sor pads is because of the codes they 
generate. The main keyboard gener¬ 
ates your standard ASCII codes, but 
the numeric and cursor pads have the 
highest bit set when transmitted. Of 
course, this makes it an easy matter to 
write a trapping routine for transla¬ 
tion. Writing a translator for all the 
keys is a little more tricky, due to the 
amount of space required. Next issue 
we will review some of the commercial 
programs that do this, as well as the 
latest Kaypro 10 CONFIG program 
that allows up to four keystrokes to be 
associated with each key of the nu¬ 
meric and cursor pads. 

Mixing bits and baud 

Lest 1 be accused of dwelling on Per¬ 
fect Writer, let’s move on to “Introduc¬ 
tion to Telecommunications” by Gor¬ 
don Lewis. When the article got to my 
desk I debated long and hard with my¬ 
self about the tough going in the sec¬ 
tion on baud rate. I finally cut out the 
overly technical passage, and then, not 
to leave bad enough alone, I added the 
infamous phrase that bits-per-second 
and baud could “in most cases be used 
interchangably.” Oops. 

Not letters on this one, but phone 
calls from my old stomping grounds: 
the engineering department at Kay¬ 
pro. Russ Lemon, in particular, was 
quite displeased with the inaccuracy. 
You see, while it is true that the ordin¬ 
ary, garden-variety, 300 baud modem 
will transmit and receive at 300 bits- 
per-second, things get a lot trickier at 
the higher speeds. The most common 
example would be the new 1200 bits- 
per-second modems. They are not 
1200 baud modems, but 600 baud

The key ingredient here is 
that at the higher data transfer rates 
encoding becomes common in trying 
to increase the bit rate without chang¬ 
ing the bandwidth of the channel. It is 
analogous to the use of MFM to coax 
double-density out of floppy diskettes. 
(Why do I have the feeling that, even 
as you read this, there is an engineer 
somewhere writing a letter that ex¬ 
plains why MFM is an inaccurate 
analogy? Heavy sigh.) 

Getting our of sync 

Congratulations on an excellent issue 
focusing on telecommunications. There 
are a couple of facts that readers might 
be interested in before they get scared 
off, or make unneeded investments: 

1. The statement that ''when your 
Kaypro talks with a mainframe, 
chances are you'll be using synchronous 
communications" is just flat wrong. By 
far the majority of micro-to-mainframe 
connections are via normal Bell 103 or 
212 asynchronous linkups. You do not 
need expensive synchronous equipment. 
All you need is a modem, the free pro¬ 
gram MODEM?, a phone number, and 
a little help from the data processing de¬ 
partment. Some hints based on exten¬ 
sive use of Burroughs and HP 
equipment: 

To send files to a Burroughs or HP: 
these machines need to be told that they 
are receiving paper tape! You may have 
to hunt a while to find anyone in the DP 
department who remembers how to do 
this, but the procedure is simple and de¬ 
mands no changes at the DP end. 

To receive files from the mainframe, 
you need to have the capture buffer on 
ydur modem program, then list the file 
on the terminal This works even if the 
lines are longer than 80 characters, 
even though they will look odd. 

If you are receiving files that are 
larger than the buffer in your modem 
program, some modem programs like 
ASCOM will just trash the file. 
MODEM? will send a Control-S ask-

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ing the other computer to stop. HP ma¬ 
chines will stop. Burroughs machines 
will not, causing some loss of informa¬ 
tion. (This is the infamous XON/XOFF 
protocol at work,—Ed,) When 
MODEM? clears the buffer to disk, it 
sends a second code telling the other 
computer to start up again. 

This procedure works just fine with 
standard 7-bit ASCII. If you have any 
problems with 8-bit codes (like Select 
and Wordstar text files and. COM files 
you can try two things. If you can do 
without the soft carriage returns and 
other neat stuff that makes Select and 
Wordstar files nonstandard, then use 
pip's Z option to strip off the 8th bit: 

PIP newfile.nam = oldfile.nam[Z]. 

If you really need to recover every bit 
of information, then find the public do¬ 
main program UNLOAD. Use this to 
unload your file, transfer it, then use the 
CPsM program LOAD to put it 
together again. Unfortunately, the un¬ 
loading procedure makes the file about 
2.5 times as big as it started out, which 
makes it take longer to transmit. 

Leslie Brooks is far more optimistic 
about the receptivity of DP people to 
synchronous links than I am. In fact, 
we now use micros in asynchronous 
mode to transfer some data between two 
mainframes because political consid¬ 
erations prevent these machines from 
being directly, synchronously linked.

Users’ groups 

Help may be just around the corner 


U ser’s groups are non-profit 
membership organizations 
comprised of people inter¬ 
ested in exchanging information 
about computers. A certain propor¬ 
tion of their activities are purely social, 
but a major component of most 
groups’ functions are educational in 
nature. Many of them run training 
seminars, hold regular speakers meet¬ 
ings, publish newsletters, and so on. 

If you’re a new computer owner, a 
users’ group is the ideal place for you 
to learn about your machine, and 
about the applications that matter to 
you. Chances are you’ll meet someone 
who is using his computer to perform 
tasks similar to those you have in 
mind, and who’ll be willing to show 
you the ropes. Either one-on-one 
coaching or group training sessions 
may provide you with the insights you 
need for a running start. 

As you develop into a more ad¬ 
vanced computer user, the chance to 
bounce your ideas off other expe¬ 
rienced users may prove invaluable. 
And outside speakers and regular 
newsletters can be a precious source of 
tips and useful information. 

If you’re still in the process of mak¬ 
ing those critical decisions about hard¬ 


ware and software, there’s no better 
place to go for unbiased opinions. Un¬ 
like certain vendors, other users have 
no vested interest in profiting from 
your ignorance. 

If there’s no group in your area, 
starting a group is usually as easy as 
placing an ad in the computer column 
in your local Sunday newspaper classi¬ 
fieds. List a time, meeting place, and a 
phone number for further informa¬ 
tion. You’ll probably be amazed at the 
response. You might also do well to let 
Kaypro dealers in your region know 
about your plans for a group. They’ll 
let their customers know, and many re¬ 
tailers will volunteer to provide vari¬ 
ous forms of assistance—meeting 
space, speakers, technical advice, 
newsletter printing, discounts to group 
members, etc. Friendly cooperation at 
all levels will eventually lead to larger 
membership for groups, more sales for 
dealers, and increased services for 
owners—and everyone will profit, one 
way or another. 

Keeping a group going will depend 
on the individual members. The 
amount of time and initiative neces¬ 
sary to maintain a group can be sur¬ 
prising; don’t underestimate the 
amount of work required. Try to in¬ 


volve as many people as you can in 
actual operations—that way you may 
avoid having all the work fall on one 
or two active members—the most 
common pitfall of new groups. A good 
committee structure seems essential; 
some suggestions for working teams 
are Newsletters, Finances, Meetings 
and Speakers, Training and Educa¬ 
tion, Manufacturer Liaison, Software 
Development, etc. One of the key 
things to remember as you get into de¬ 
veloping a users’ group is to keep sight 
of your goals; don’t let organizational 
megalomania distort your perception 
of the group. Increasing membership 
is not an end unto itself, particularly if 
it defeats the original aim of sociable 
information exchange. If all your 
group ever does is pull a dozen people 
together once a month to eat some 
pizza, drink some beer, and gossip 
about computers, what’s wrong with 
that?
